Bryan Sent Message of Peace. 


Previous to receiving this statement 
from the Huerta Government, the Amer- 


fjcan Embassy had received this message 
from Secretary Bryan: 

“You may say to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs that Gov. Lind comes 
to Mexico on a mission of peace and 
that the President feels sure his pres- 
ence there will contribute toward a 
settlement of the difficulties. 

“The Mexican Government’ should 
gwait the President's communication 
and not give weight to misrepresenta- 
tions published in sensational news- 
papers.” t 

The message was delivered to the 
Foreign Minister. 

Increased antagonism has been aroused 
among Mexicans toward President Wil- 
s0n’s plan for the pacification of the re- 
public by the latest news from Washins- 
ton that the object of John Lind’s visit 
here as the personal representative al 
President Wilson is to consult prominent 
Mexicans and advise them that the only 
basis on which Mexico will be recognized 
bv the United States is the elimination of 
President Huerta. 

Earlier reports to the effect that Mr. 
Lind purposed to deal with Huerta, per- 
haps by making the direct suggestion 
that he resign, were received with in- 
dignation by Mexican officials, and the 
new angle of his visit makes it not im- 
probable that he will be treated: with 
even less consideration than otherwise 
would have been given to him. 

It was pointed out by a prominent 
Mexican to-day that in the former case 
the Government might not consider it- 
self obliged to act until the suggestion 
actually was put forward by Mr. Lind, 
but that in the second case the Govern-

DOCTOR TAKES POISON. 


Swallows Bichloride Showing How 
to Take Supposed Asperin. 


Dr. Thomas N. McNamara of 6138 Hud- 
son Street, for fifteen years a promi- 
nent nerve specialist of Hoboken, was 
| taken to St. Mary’s Hospital in that city 
,on Tuesday night suffering from ac- 
| cidental bichloride of mercury poisoning. 
| Harlier on Tuesday evening, Ed- 
| ward McNamara, a cousin who lived 
|with Dr. McNamara, had complained 
!of headache, and the physician went to 
| his laboratory to get some aspirin tab- 
jlets. He gave his cousin a tablet from 
the small bottle, which he had brought 
from his laboratory, but the cousin said 
ithe tablet was too large for him to 
| swallow. 

“Here’s the way to do it,’’ Dr, Mc- 
Namara said, and swallowed one of the 
wafers. But the cousin on trying again 
was still unable to swallow the tablet, 
Soe eectes to let the headache cure 
itself. 

An hour afterward Dr. McNamara 
felt violent pains, and only then re- 
membered that he had bought a small 
bottle of bichloride of mercury tablets 
and had put it on the same shelf as 
|'the headache tablets. He had intended 
to label the poison but had neglected 
to do so. Not daring to trust himself, 
he took the bottle which had contained 
the tablet he had swallowed to, his 
druggist for examination, and the latter 
confirmed his fears, saying that the 
bottle contained seven and one-half 
grain tablets of bichloride of mercury. 
On returning home Dr. McNamara col- 
lapsed. 

He was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where Drs. J. C. Farr and William Cal- 
lery worked over him all night and 
until 1 o'clock yesterday, after which 
they said he might recover.

BOSTON, Aug. 6.—Two hundred strik- 
ers from two Hyde Park manufacturing 
plants, controlled by Gov. Eugene N. 
Foss, stormed. the State House to-day 
demanding an immediate hearing of 
their grievances by the State Board of 
Conciliation and Arbitration. Chair- 
man Willard Howland refused to receive 


the party, explaining that the board was 
occupied with other matters. 

W. Jennings Patron, counsel for the 
strikers, then appealed to Gov. Foss, 
insisting that he order the board_ to 
receive the petitioners forthwith. The 
Governor replied that he had no author- 
ity to instruct the State Board to do 
anything. He said he would welcome a 
public hearing, but under no considéra- 
tion would he change his attitude re- 
garding the matter of wages. 'To-day’s 
demonstration was the result of the re- 
cent refusal of the State Board to set 
a time for a public hearing on the de- 
mands of the strikers. 

“The strikers arrived at the South 
Station late in the forenoon and parad- 
ed up Beacon Hill. A few young wo- 
men bearing American flags headed 
the line. Others carried signs reading, 
‘““We Want a Living Wage,’ ‘* We 
Want Justice,” ‘We Demand Arbitra- 
tion,’’ and ‘‘ We are the Foss Strikers 
from Hyde Park.’’

TO SUPPORT MITCHEL 


Waits Only to Bring Protesting 
Kings Republicans Into 
Line for Fusion. 





MANHATTAN LEADERS YIELD 


But They Want County Offices and 
Insist on Changes In the Ticket— 
Regard Mitchel as Tammanyized. 





District Attorney Charles S. Whitman, 
after conferring for hours yesterday 
with local Republican leaders, said last 
night that he would issue a statement 
to-day defining his position as to the 
Fusion municipal ticket. 
tentions are he declines to disclose in 
advance of that statement, 

‘All I care to say to-night,’’ said 
Mr. Whitman, ‘‘is that I have made 
up my mind regarding what my atti- 
tude is to be, and I will make a state- 
ment some time to-morrow.”’ 

Mr. Whitman, it was learned, has re- 
frained so far from issuing a _ state- 
ment of his intentions, not through 
any feeling of pique over his failure to 
get the nomination himself, although 
he was keenly disappointed, but wholly 
because of the attitude of the Repub- 
lican organization as reflected by a 
large number of prominent Republicans 
who have brought strong pressure to 
bear to have him repudiate the Fusion 
ticket and run either independently or 
on the Republican ballot. 

For three days Mr. Whitman has been 
laboring with these Republicans, trying 
to bring them around to his view that 
he should: stand by Fusion. That it 
‘fas been hard work is shown by the 
fact that the Kings County Republican 
organization, at a meeting of its Exe- 
cutive Committee yesterday, decided to 
urge him to desert the Fusionists and 
stand as a candidate for Mayor himself. 
The District Attorney will have a ses- 
sion with these Kings County Republi- 
cans to-day,-and he expects to be able 
to persuade them to rescind their reso- 
lution and fall in behind him for Fusion. 


Held Back for Republicans. 


The Executive Committee of the New 
York County Republican Committee con- 
templated taking similar action last 
night, but Mr. Whitman convinced 
Chairman Samuel S. Koenig and oth- 
ers yesterday that the committee would 
make a big mistake if it repudiated 
Fusion. The Republican leaders are 
yielding reluctantly to the District At- 
torney’s wishes, but Mr. Whitman is 
about satisfied that he has won them 
over to his way of thinking. 

When he received, at Bretton Woods, 
the news of Mitchet’s nomination, Mr. 
Whitman decided to stick by the Fusion 
ticket, and he réturned:to New York 
prepared to issue a statement to that 
‘effect. But here he ran into a perfect 
hurricane of Republican opposition. 
Prominent members of the organization 
who have been his close friends for 
years strongly advised him not to de- 
sert the party, but to go down to de- 
feat rather than yield to the Fusionists. 
Threats were made and he was told 
that the organization would utterly re- 
pudiate him. and never nominate him 
for office again if’ he gave in to the 
Fusion programme. One of the argu- 
ments used was that. he was consid- 
ered the custodian of the Republican 
Party in the city, and that if he desert- 
ed it at this crisis it would mean its 
total wreck and he would never be for- 


given. 
Mr. Whitman was deeply impressed 
but neither threats nor arguments 


caused him to deviate one particle from 
the position he had taken at the start. 
At the same time he was convinced 


that he would make a big mistake if 
he disregarded the warnings and de- 
clared for Fusion before he had made 
every possible effort to ,convince his 
friends of their error. 

It has taken time to accomplish this, 
but Mr. Whitman feels that the time 
has been well spent, even though the 
delay may have created an impression 
that he was merely sulking and peevish. 


Insist on Changes in Ticket.

This would give the Republi- 
cans all of the five Borough Presi- 
dents. More than that, they want the 


Sheriff, County Clerk, and Register of 
New York County, and at least one 0 
Supreme Court Justices and one of the 
the Judges of General Sessions, besides 
an equal distribution of the county 
offices in the other counties. 

While Mr. Whitman did not want to 
make a party matter out of the distri- 
bution of offices, be realized that noth- 
ing else would placate the organization, 
and it is said he gave his promise to 
use what influence -he had with the Fu- 
sion Committee to get as many places 
for the Republicans as possible. He 
talked this phase of the situation over 
with Norman Hapgood, Chairman of 
the Fusion Committee, yesterday, and 
it was said last night that when the 
Fusion slate was finally completed it 
would probably give the Progressives 
and Independent Democrats a few jolts. 


Mitchel Once a Tammanyite. 


Mr. Whitman is said to have told a 
friend that it was doubly hard to con- 
vince Republicans that Mr. Mitchel was 
the man to lead the fight upon Tam- 
many for the reason that they consider 
him a Tammany Hall Democrat. They 
were disposed to make much of the fact 
that until four years ago Mr. Mitchel 
was an active member of Tammany 
Hall and was put into'politics by Tam- 
many. The Republicans do not believe 
that Mr. Mitchel is sincere as a # 
sionist and_belleve that if elected he

The Extraordinary Career of 
Deperdussin, Now in Jail 
for Forgery.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—An extraordinary { 
story is that of Armand Deperdussin, 
the well-known aeroplane | 
facturer, who was arrested yesterday. ; 
His aeroplane industry brought in|] 
$200,000 a year. He was a prominent 
figure in business and sporting circles, 
a leading member of the Aero Club, 
and a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor. Last week he was received 
at the Elysée by the President of the 
Republic, and yesterday he was taken } 
{into custody on charges of forgery, 
uttering forged documents, and obtain- 
ing money on false pretenses. ; 
M. Deperdussin has liabilities 
amounting to over $6,400,000. To that 
sum must be added $1,600,000 which 
he is alleged to have obtained from 
several banks in order to pay the enor- 
mous interest on his loans. 
What happened to this great fortune 
is what the law officers are now try- 


ing to find out. 

Deperdussin has had a remarkable 
career. At the age of 21-he was at | 
Monte Carlo, trying by a new system 
to break the bank. He failed to do so 
and went to Brussels and then came 
to Paris. 

Suddenly, to the amazement 
every one, he became very rich. It 
was said that he had beaten the Monte 
Carlo bank. He founded a publishing 
firm, and later put on the market a 
new type of magic lantern. He also 
started a silk business. He had the 
idea of buying big stocks of silk, 
which he sold to Paris shopkeepers on 
three months’ credit. This business 
prospered, and in order to increase it 
he applied to the Comptoir Industriel 
et Colonial for assistance. 

The bank lent him the necessary 
funds on the production of the pur- 
chasing firms’ delivery notes, but, not 
satisfied with the immense profit he 
was making, Deperdussin, the bank 
now allges, forged delivery orders for 
silk representing vast sums, and these 
amounts the bank paid to him. 

When aviation was in its infancy the 
enterprising Deperdussin became an 
aeroplane manufacturer. He got to 
know several engineers, floated a com- 
pany, built a factory, bought an aero- 
drome, and opened a school of avia-; 
tion. | 

This extraordinary man also started 
a private hospital, where ‘several doc- 
tors and twenty-four assistants are 
still employed. Here aviators injured 
in accidents are treated. In the aero- 
plane factory 180 workmen are em- 
ployed. 


Deperdussin had a luxurious apart- 
ment in the Avenue de Villiers, where! 


he kept nine servants. Not long ago 
he bought three chateaux, one of 
which is situated near Tours and cost 
$200,000. He had three motor cars 
and recently bought for $100,000 an 
aerodrome at Rheims and started a 
new aviation school. He gave several 
aviation prizes and financed several 
newspapers and four Paris theatres. 
Only recently he promised the Aero 
Club to place at its disposal the aero- 





nett Cup contest, which will take place 
next month. He gave $20,000 to the 
Aero Club for prizes at the Rheims 
meeting. 

A few months ago this Croesus of 
the aviation world was elected one of} 
the Directors of the Aero Club and 
in that capacity called with his col- 
leagues at the Elysée and invited the 
President of the Republic to visit 
Rheims for the Gordon Bennett Cup 
contest. 

Deperdussin’s advocate, who visited 
him to-day, said there were no dis- 
crepancies in the transactions of et 
aeroplane business; it was the heavy 
interest he had to pay which ruined 
him. He had made arrangements 
with the bankers and could not un- | 
derstand why they took proceedings | 
against him. 

Deperdussin estimates his fortune 
as still considerable. Following is the| 
statement, drawn up by himself: 
Chateaux, $300,000; private hospital, 
$300,000; aerodrome and factories, 
$1,200,000; aviation prizes and adver- 
tising, $750,000; interest on loans, 
$1,400,000. 

All this, with the money given as 
subventions to theatres and newspaper 
enterprises, represents a total of| 
$5,016,000.

“Operation” That Stopped a 
Ball and Led to Astound- 
ing Discoveries.

LONDON, Thursday, Aug. 
“What becomes of the boisterous med- 
ical students, and where do our grave 
doctors come from,” asks one of Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson’s characters. It 
has been left for a party of eminent 
American physicians and surgeons to 
show that beneath the grave surface 
of the practitioner is the student 
still and to carry out a hoax that 
will fill the breasts of students with 
envy. 

According to The Daily Mail, eighty 
American physicians, including offi- 
cers of some of the greatest hospitals 
in the United States, left New York 
Jast month on the liner Bremen for a 
tour of Europe, to conclude with the 
International Medical Congress, which 
opens in London to-day. 

One evening a masquerade ball was 
in progress on the liner when Dr. 
Richard Kovacs of New York rushed 
forward. ‘“ Stop the music! ” he cried. 
“Dr. Fitzgibbon has been taken seri- 
ously ill, and an operation may be 
necessary.” 

Instantly the music stopped and the 
dancers went slowly and with hushed 
steps to the dining room, where Dr. 
Fitzgibbon lay, white-faced and groan- 
ing heavily. A consultation was rap- 
idly held and it was decided that, al- 
though there was no hope for the pa- 
tient, an operation should be tried. 

Fifteen medical men stood round the 
patient. Dr. Seaman of Philadelphia 
and Dr. Albee of the University of 
Vermont, dressed in operating clothes 
and with gloved hands and muffled 
faces, dipped their instruments in anti- 
septics. 

The crowd of pasengers in the gal- 
lery and dining room looked on, too 
fascinated to withdraw and too moved 
to speak. With the quick hand of a 
practiced operator Dr. Seaman made 
an incision. 

Men held their breath and women 
gasped. The surgeon’s hand came out. 
The awed spectators gradually became 
aware that he held an enormous ham. 
Apples, grapes, a loaf of bread, and a 
pineapple next appeared, but it was 
only when the patient sat up, and, in 
deep tones, demanded a glass of beer, 
that the semi-hysterical onlookers 
realized that they had been hoaxed. 


CHEERING OUTLOOK IN WEST 


Business Better and Money Easier 
—May Not Need Crop Funds. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Distinet signs of 
improvement in business and banking 
sentiment in the West, particularly in 
territory tributary to Chicago, have 
been noted by leading bankers of this 
city the last few days. 

The indications of improvement are 
thé releasing of funds held by interior 
banks and business interests as a guard 
against the possibility of a money 
squeeze during the crop movement. The 
disposition to loosen this tension is ac- 
cepted aS meaning that the scare is 
over. The Government's plan to help 
the banks by depositing funds with them 
and the conservative policy followed ; 
by banks generally for months have ef- 
fected the condition desired. 

Chicago bankers are of the opinion 
that the country will pass through the 
crop-moving period without the neces- 
sity of relief through Government chan- 
nels. 

“That the panicky feeling of several 


weeks ago has passed off entirely is now 
apparent,” said James B. Forgan, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, to-day. 
*‘ We note this condition in a most con- 
vincing form—that of borrowers paying 
off their loans. Our bank has had sev- 
eral millions of dollars in loans paid up 
recently. Some of this is money count- 
try banks have borrowed from us, which 
it is not likely they would be paying 
back at this season of the year if they 
were not in easy condition. Moreover, 
we are receiving fewer applications for 
loans from similar sources, which is also 
an indication of relief from monetary 
tension. ‘The increased sales of commer- 
cial paper in the interior, too, indicate 
that things are loosening up consider- 


ably.”’

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Peace has been 
concluded in the Balkans, so far as 
the former allies are concerned; but 
Turkey has regained Adrianople, and 
declares ,that she will resist to the 
last extremity any attempt to dis- 


lodge her from the city which the 
Bulgarians captured. 
Bulgaria’s submission to Servia, 


Greece, and Montenegro is due to 
Rumania’s interference. Up to yes- 
terday King Ferdinand’s Government 
struggled to continue the negotia- 
tions, but Rumania threatened to oc- 


cupy Sofia on Saturday unless Bul- her. 


garia gave way on all points at is- 
sue. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles arrived in 
London yesterday from Sofia. He will 
return to the United States in ten 
days. He reiterated his statements 
made to THE NEw YorK TiMEs that 
Bulgaria did not declare war upon 
Greece and Servia, but was invaded; 
also that she committed no atrocities, 
and could have coped successfully 
with Greece and Servia but for the 
interference of Rumania. 

In Gen. Miles’s opinion, Great Brit- 
ain should take the initiative in forc- 
ing Turkey to adhere to the treaty of 
London and evacuate Adrianople; but 
there is a strong current of opinion 
in this country in favor of letting 


some other powers pull the chestnuts 
out of the fire. 


BUCHAREST, Aug. 6.—Peace was 
concluded to-night among the Balkan 
States, and the preliminary treaty will 
be signed to-morrow by the delegates of 
Servia, Greece, Montenegro, Rumania, 
and Bulgaria. The agreement was ar- 
rived at only after another exhibition 
of the utter helplessness of Bulgaria to 
face her ring of enemies. 

The* new frontier, as agreed upon, 
starts at a point’ on the old frontier 
west. of the Struma River, follows the 
watershed to the west of the town of 
Strumitza, thence runs almost through 
the Struma Valley to the Belesh Moun- 
tains, and thence eéasterly..in.almost.a 
straight line to the Mesta River. This 
leaves the town of Strumitza, the port 
of Lagos, and Xanthi to Bulgaria, and 


the port of Kavala to Greece. The es- 
tablishment of the new frontier is a 
deep disappointment to the Bulgarians, 
who still nurse hopes for its eventual 
revision by the powers. 

It is believed that an agreement for 
the demobilization of the various armies 
will be signed to-morrow. The news 
that peace had been arranged caused 
great rejoicings here. 


LONDON, Thursday, Aug. 7.—The sec- 
ond Balkan peace conference having con- 
cluded peace on a basis of compromise 
which is unsatistactory to all the States 
concerned, except possibly Rumania, the 
question is being asked how soon before 
a third Balkan war will break out. 

Bulgaria has obtained under the agree- 
ment arrived at in Bucharest to-day a 
considerable portion of Northern Mace- 
donia—much more than the allies were 
at first inclined to give her—and also 
about sixty miles of the Aegean sea- 
board, which will enable her to build 
her projected railway from Philippopolis 
to the sea. 

Bulgaria, however, deeply resents 
being deprived of Kavala, a port on 
Kavala Bay, which goes to Greece un- 
der the agreement. Also she is confront- 
ed with the task of expelling the Turks 
from Adrianople, it being clear that the 
powers will do nothing in this direction. 
Bulgaria will seek to introduce in the 
peace protocol to be signed at Bucharest 
to-morrow a reservation practically ap- 
pealing to the European powers for a 
subsequent revision of the peace treaty. 

Full details of the new frontier line 
are still unknown, but apparently the 
whole of the disputed country between 
the northly courses of the Vardar and 
Struma Rivers goes to Servia, including 
Ovchepolye, Veles, Istip, and Kotchana, 
while Demirhissar, Seres, Drama, and 
Kavala fall to Greece. 

The Tirnes says to-day that Monte- 
negro will receive from Servia an ex- 
tension of territory east and south cor- 
responding, to the aid Montenegro 
rendered Servia in the war with Bul- 
garia. It adds that Vodena and Florina 
will be Greek, as also will be the 
Salonika-Monastir Railway to within 
about eight miles of its head. 


BRYAN ADMITS BALKAN SNUB.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Secretary 
Bryan this afternoon confirmed the 
dispatches telling of the efforts of the 
United States to insert in the Balkan 
peace treaty a clause safeguarding the 
civil and religious liberty of all persons 
in the territory affected by its pro- 
visions. Publication of the rejection of 


Mr. Bryan’s suggestion caused great 
surprise among public men here, as the 
action of the State Department had 
been kept entirely a secret. 

Mr. Bryan said that the request was 
a perfectly natural one on the part of 
this Government, inasmuch as many of 
the inhabitants of the countries con- 
cerned had emigrated to the United 
States, and as citizens here desired to 
secure protection for themselves and 
their kin. 

For months protests have been: com- 
ing to the State Department against .the 
treatment of the Jews in Rumania. It 
has been charged that Jews in that 
country are deprived of their civil 
rights as guaranteed under the Treaty 
of Berlin. When asked if the refusal 
of the delegates to the Balkan Peace 
Conference to comply with the request 
would lead to further action by this 
Government, the Secretary of. State de- 
clined to discuss the matter. 

The wuggention rejected yesterday was 
conveyed indirectly from the State De- 
partment to the _ plenipotentiaries 
through the Rumanian and Greek For- 
eign Offices. The American Ministers 
to Greece and Rumania, it is said, could 
not deal officially with the peace con- 
ference. 

The State Department acted as the 
result of strong pressure brought to 
y Jewish 
individuals. and. organizations in this 
country. This agitation also. found ex- 
pression in Congress, where. Senator 
Penrose and Representative J. Hampton

“You knew that he had an account at 
Fuller & Gray?” the witness was 
asked. 

“No, I did not,” he réplied. Mr. Col- 
well denied all knowledge as to the 
identity of ‘‘ No. 500.” 

“J heard they had such an account,” 
he added. 

““Haven’t you been telling people in 
Yonkers that ‘Account 500’ was the 


account of Willlam Sulzer’ under 
cover?’”’ 

“TI refuse to answer, Sir,” said the 
witness. ‘‘The only time I heard of 


that account was in this room.” ‘ 

“Ts that statement true?’’ asked Mr. 
Richards. 

‘“‘T refuse to anSwer—I may hive heard 
of it before,” said the witness. 

“Didn't you tell Sutton — Gray’s 
brother-in-law—that it was Sulzer’s ac- 
count? ”’ 

“‘T did not,”’ said the witness. He also 
denied that he had told the same thing 
to anybody in Yonkers. 

The witness said he had not seen Gov. 
Sulzer in months. 

‘*Did you see him about the time he 
withdrew the bill to double the stock 
transfer tax?’’ asked the counsél. 

‘“‘T passed through Albany,’’ said the 
witness. ‘‘I just dropped in and passed 
the time of day.’’ 

‘* How often during the campaign did

PLANNED A CITY ECONOMY 





Engineers’ Estimated Use of Waste 
Power Would Save 50 Per Cent. 
a Year, He Says. 





A controversy between Mayor Gaynor 
and Borough President MvAneny in

Office of the Mayor, Aug. 5, 1913. 

The Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 
I return herewith disapproved Resolution 
No. 4,021 for the issue of $32,000 of Spe- 
cial Revenue Bonds to be used by the 
President of the Borough of Manhattan to 
establish ice plants. . 

The resolution does not say whether the 
ice is to be sold, or giwen away, or used 
for city purposes. Whatever the purpose 
may be, I am of opinion that this {gs no 
time for this city to enter upon the ex- 
periment of manufacturing ice. The money 
can be better devoted to other purposes. 
For instance, when I go about the city and 
see the number of holes in the streets, I 
cannot help thinking that we had better 
repair these hotes before we spend money 
to erect @ plant for the manufacture of 
ice. And there are many other things we 
have to do befofe we may reasonably think 
of manufacturing ice, assuming we have 
the legal right to go into such an enter- 
prise. 

And if there be anything that every 
sensible person in this city knows it is that 
in view of expgnditures, and of the devot- 
ing of the city’s credit to subways and 
other improvements during the last few 
years, almost up to the constitutional limit 
of 10 per cent. of the real estate values of 
the city, it ig necessary that no expenses 
be incurred for the next few years which 
are not unavoidable and for things strictly 
necessary. Nothing is more manifest than 
this, and the rentpayers and taxpayers have 
the right to demand it. 

Permit me to add that such vote catching 
resolutions as this just before .an election 
are generally insincere and always un- 
seermnly. W. J. GAYNOR, Mayor. 


Mr. McAneny, who had set his heart 
upon proving by expertment that the 
city could manufacture and distribute 
ice, especially in the poorer parts of 
the city, at a much lower rate than 
the ice companies charge, was very 
angry not only at the Mayor’s veto, 
but at his remarks about vote-catching. 

‘It surprises me not a little,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ that the Mayor should be will- 
ing to veto the appropriation made by 
the Aldermen. It is rather petty. I had 
proposed, through the expenditure of a 
comparatively small sum of money, to 
utilize the power now going to waste 
in the Hall of Records and some other 
city buildings, to make ice, as it is 
made by various other cities and by the 
Federal Government at Washington, for 
the supply of the departments them- 
selves. Incidentally, I wanted an ex- 
periment station of this sort, to work 
out a plan for selling ice at cost for 
the preservation of the milk, which is 
also sold at cost, at the city’s milk sta- 
tions. Commissioner Lederle had agreed 
to co-operate with me in this, and had 
set aside four or five stations for test- 
ing fbr 

“Our engineers have estimated that 
the reduction in the cost of the ice pro- 
duced for the city’s own use would 
have returned 50% a year upon the $32,- 
000 to be invested. If that is not city 
economy, I don’t know what it is. In- 
cidentally, I am a bit amused that the 
Mayor should lecture me about oppor- 
tunities for economy. The cost of the 
administration of the entire Manhattan 
Department of Public Works—within 
the jurisdiction of which these plants 
would fall—has been reduced 19 per cent. 
in the last three and a half yéars, 
while the output of work done has 
been greatly increased. I had proposed, 
in effect, to use a part of this general 
saving of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars for investment in a manner that 
would have yielded further saving; and 
the Mayor, to protect the people from 
my wasteful practices, interposes his 
veto. 

‘“‘In the absence of other funds at the 
moment, the utilization of our waste 
power for ice making cannot be under- 
taken. I shall, however, include the 
item in the Manhattan budget for 1914. 

“The Mayor’s remarks about ‘ vote- 
catching resolutions’ are hardly worthy 
of him, I proposed to install these plants 
not to catch votes, but to save city 
money and to enable the city to make 
a perfectly proper experiment in the 
extension of its preventive health work. 
I am inclined to think, on the other 
hand, that if this were not the last year 
of the administration, the Mayor would 
neither have vetoed the appropriation 
nor written such a letter. 

‘‘The Mayor’s backhanded reference 
to the ‘number of holes in the streets’ 
also surprised me a little. I think that 
I can safely leave this question to the 
citizens of Manhattan, who have ob- 
served the improvement made in keep- 
ing up ‘the pavements in the last two 
or three years, and who know that the 
results of Wear and tear are corrected 
now more promptly than ever before. 
Such holes or cuts as do appear in any 
uantity are practically confined to 
those streets that are undergoing com- 
lete reconstruction or those that have 
Been torn up by the Mayor’s own De- 
partment of Water Supply. The lay- 
ing of the mains for the high pressure 
service below Chambers Street has, for 
instance, kept the financial district in 
a state of upheaval for more than a 
year. A considerable part of the mail 
of the Bureau of Highways has con- 
sisted of complaints about the way in 
which these streets have been left torn 
and upkempt. The bureau officials have 
been kept explaining that these are con- 
ditions that it is not within the power 
of the President of the Borough of Man- 
hattan to correct.’’

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WOMAN FEARS POISON. 


Mrs. Edwin Williams Asks Protec- 
tion for Herself and Children. 


Mrs. Edwin Williams, whose husband 
is the foreman of-the electrical depart- 
ment of the Otis Elevator Works in 
Yonkers, astonished City’ Judge Beall 
yesterday by coming to him with a story 
of a suspected attempt to poison her 
and possibly her entire family, which 
includes, besides her five children, her 
father-in-law, HElkin ‘Williams. Mrs, 
Williams further surprised the Judge 
by expressing the fear that her husband 
was none too fond of her, but the 
Judge declined to issue any warrant 
without further evidence. The city au- 
thorities suspect that Mrs. Wiliams is 
suffering from a delusion. 

As she told her story to the Judge, 
the first suspicion came on July 4, when 
the discovery of a white powder in 
some punch she was serving led her to 
throw it all away. Two weeks later 
white powder was discovered—in time— 
in her hash, Then Friday evening, while 
she was alone in the house, she poured 
herself a cup of coffee and was hor- 
rified to discover the same white pow- 
der in the cup. She bottled the entire 
contents of the coffee pot and took it 
to her physician, Dr. H. P. Wolff of 
151 Linden Street. He reported that 
the coffee contained enough arsenic and 
sugar of lead to kill the whole Williams 
family. He guessed that some roach 
powder had been put in the pot. 

City Chemist Horn will report to 
Judge Beall to-day on his own analysis 
of the same substance. Meanwhile, last 
evening Mrs. Williams took her five 
children from the Williams home in 
Yonkers at 86 Nepperhan Terrace and 
went to the home of her mother, Mrs. 
Mary Leary, at 90 Garden Street. 

Mr. Williams seemed dazed by the 
whole proceedings, saying he had no 
idea what had happened, but was sure 


no attempt had been made to kill his 
wife. 


REMOVEDAS ADMINISTRATOR 


Stallo Suit Disqualifies Metropoli- 
tan Trust Co. in McDonald Estate. 


Surrogate Cohalan handed down a de- 
cision yesterday removing the Metro- 
politan Trust Company as adminis. 
trator of the estate of Alexander Mc- 
Donald. The Surrogate made a suit 
brought against the trust company on 
behalf of Laura McDonald Stallo, one 
of the beneficiaries of the McDonald 
estate, the basis for his decision. This 
suit, he said, disqualified the trust 
company from acting as administrator. 

The suit concerns Miss Stallo’s con- 
tention, corroborated by her father, 
that Gen. Brayton Ives, then President 
of the trust company, agreed on its be- 
half to extend for two years a note of 
the late Mr. McDonald on which Mr, 
Stallo, her father, was an indorser and 
for which securities in which she tad 
a prospective interest were deposited as 
collateral. The note was fot $2,700,000. 


The securities were sold to meet the 
note, at prices which occasioned loss 
of $1,000,000, according to Miss Stallo. 

In his decision, Surrogate Cohalan 
pointed out that there was a dispute 
as to whether the noté was to be ex- 
tended, a question which would have to 
be decided at the trial. Said the 
Surrogate: 

“As the administrator acts as the 
representative of the court, it would 
not only be a violation of law, but a 
travesty on justice, to continue any per- 
son as administrator of an estate, when 
it is apparent that his interest is op- 
posed to the interests which he has 
been appointed by the court to protect 
and conserve.”

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LAROCQUE A SUICIDE, 
INSANE FROM PAIN 


Wealthy Son of Noted Lawyer 
Jumps from a Pier After 
Night Spent in His Auto. 








AN ACCIDENT, FAMILY SAYS 





But Chauffeur Admits to Coroner 
He Found Employer’s Clothing 
and Trinkets on Pier. 





Special to The New York Times. 
PORT JEFFERSON, L. IL, Aug. 6— 
Crazed, it was thought, by the intol- 
erable pain of a nervous headache from 
which he was suffering, Louis E. La- 
rocque, son of the late Joseph Larocque, 
the noted lawyer, committed suicide 


early this morning hy jumping from @ 
pier into the bay here. 

Friends and relatives of Mr. lLa- 
rocque sought to create the impression 
that his death was accidental and that 
he had fallen from the pier while sut- 
fering from a sudden attack of vertigo, 
but Dr. Gibson of Huntington, Coroner 
of Suffolk County, after an inquiry 
which lasted most of the day, issued a 
death certificate to C. B. Tooker, an 
undertaker of Port Jefferson, in which 
the cause of death was g:ven as ‘‘drown- 
ing, suicidal.” . 

Mr. Larocque was some forty years 
old and a bachelor. His father was the 
law partner of ex-United States Cir- 
cuit Judge William Gardner Choate, of 
the firm of Shipman, Larocque 
Choate, and died in June, 1908, leaving 
a fortune of $2,503,436. Of this Louis 
BE. Larocque received $500,000 in trust. 

Since his father’s death Mr. Larocque 
had lived abroad, and he returned to 
this country last June. He was stop- 
ping at the Southampton Club, at 
Southampton, L. [., at.the time of his 
death. It was his custom to visit his 
brother, Joseph Larocque, of the law 
firm of Choate, Larocque & Mitchell, 
who lives at Bernardsville, N. J., fre- 
quently, and he alsc visited the homes 
of his brother-in-law, Henry C. Tinker 
ex-President of the Liberty National 
Bank, at Setauket, L. I., and George 
Vingut, a brother of Harry Viagut, 
Mayor Gaynor’s son-in-law, who has an 
estate at Setauket, which he occupies 
with his sister. 

According to the testimony taken to- 
day by Coroner Gibson, Mr. Larocaue 
devarted from the Southampton Club 
early yeSterday afternoon and motored 
to the home of Mr. Vingut. Members of 
Mr. Vingut's family said that he com- 
plained of a severe headache and of pains 
in the left ear. The pain grew worse 
after dinner and none of the remedies at 
the command of the family afforded him 
relief. He retired for the night at Mr. 
Vingut’s home, but arose at midnight 
and aroused his chauffeur. Mr. La- 
rocque told him that he was going to 
the home of his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Tinker. 

The chauffeur told Coroner Gibson 
that Mr. Larocque arrived at the Tinker 
home on Tinker’s Point at 1 o’clock in 
the morning. He aroused the butler, 
who said that Mr. Tinker was cruising 
in his yacht and that Mrs. Tinker was | 
at Southampton. He stayéd a short 
time and then departed, directing the 
chauffeur to drive him to Port Jeffer- 
son, where he said he desired to con- 
sult a physician. When he arrived at 
Port Jefterson he changed his mind, 
seemingly, for he told the chauffeur 
that he ‘would like to be driven about 
for a time to get the air. At 3:30 
o’clock this morning Mr. Larocque or- 
dered the chauffeur to drive him to the 
shore end of the Darling Pier, where he 
alighted, and, after bidding the chauf- 
fevr to wait, sauntered down the plier 
and disappeared. The chauffeur waited 
until the continued absence of Mr. La- 


rocque alarmed him. When. he found 
no sign of his employer on the pier he 
began to call to Mr. Laro¢cque, but re- 


ceived no response. His attention was 
arrested by a body which was floating 
in the water With the assistance of 
two men, whese names were not made 
public, the body was recovered, and 
provec to be that of Mr. Larocque. Jus- 
tice of the Peace J..S. Dreyer and Dr. 

lu. McCrea were summoned and 
worked for more than an hour striving 
to revive Mr. Larocque, and in the 
meantime Coroner Gibson was notified. 

Late this afternoon the chauffeur ad- 
mitted that the automobile duster and 
inside coat worn by Mr. Larocque had 
been found carefully folded at the end of 
the pier, with the hat and a few per- 
sonal effects of the dead man reposing 
beside them. 

Members of Mr. Larocque’s family said 
they did not know of any reason for the 
suicide other than temporary insanity 
induced by the pain from which hé was 
suffering. Mr. Larocque had no business 
or profession and was frée from ail fi- 
nancial worries, He was a cross-coun- 
try rider, an athlete and a member of 
many clubs, including the Metropolitan, 
the Brook, the Racquet, and the Turf 
and Field Clubs. . 

In addition to his brother. Joseph La- 
rocque, and his sister, Mrs. Tinker, hé 
leaves a second sister, Mrs. Adele 
Thomas, of 443 Park Avenue, wife of 
Howard L. Thomas. 


TAKE M’CORMICK FROM TRAIN 


Syracuse Police Arrest but Release 
Man Giving Name of Chicagoan.

‘“‘Ferhaps it is unnecessary for me to 
say to my friends that I was on my way 
to Boston to join my wife and child, and 
that, although I had been ill for some 
time with the grip, I do not go to join 
Mrs. McCormick under circumstances 
such as have been suggested.”’

|M. A. Leach Describes to Bryan 


Horrors He Saw in Durango. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Some details 


|of the disorders in Mexico for the past 


three years were laid before Secretary 
Bryan to-day by M. A. Leach, a wealthy 
American of San Francisco, who has 
lived many years in the city of Durango, 


capital of the Mexican State of the 
Same name. 

It is reported that Mr. Bryan indicated 
that it would be unwise to give pub- 
licity to the facts in Mr. Leach’s pos- 
session, but Mr. Leach, explaining that 
he felt it his duty to inform the public, 
issued a typewritten statement of his 
personal adventures and views. 

Mr. Leach gave a stirring account of 
the capture of Durango on June 13, and 
described with bitter comment the con- 
duct of the successful Constitutional- 
ists. Mr. Leaci is a warm supporter of 
ex-Aimbassador Wilson’s policies, and 


;condemned the Constitutionalists as ban- 


dits little difterent from Zapata. Twice, 
he said, he was personally robbed by 
Gen, Villa, one of the Constitutionalist 
leaders, while the entire rebel army, he 
said, supported itseif by plunder. 

The capture of a Mexican town by the 
rebels, said Mr. Leach, was the signal 
for indescribable acts of brutality. Wo- 
men were roughly treated. Houses were 
burned. Non-combatants, whether for- 
eign or native, were shot, and every- 
thing of value was taken. 

Mr. Leach denied emphatically that 
the rebellion had any patriotism behind 
it. He said he had on many: occasions 
heard the rebel chiefs exhorting their 
men to loot.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Prince Arthur 


of Connaught on behalf of King 
George opened the great International 
Congress of Medicine in ‘the Albert 
Hall to-day, when 7,400 doctors from 
all quarters of the world met to make 
and hear reports of past conquests and 
to gather new strefigth and new 
knowledge for their struggle with 
disease. Specialists in all the ills that 
beset humanity filled the great hall. 

After Prince Arthur’s welcoming ad- 
dress Sir Edward Grey, the Foreign 
Secretary, delivered a stirring speech, 
| in which he spoke of “ the imagination 
|of man, waiting in expectation that at 
any moment the doctors may stimulate 
the thought and quicken the pulse of 
ménkind by lifting still further a little 
corner of the veil and showing us yet 
a little more of what previously has 
been mysterious, unexplained, and un- 
intelligible.” 

Sir Thomas Barlow, President of the 
Royal College of Physicians and Pres- 
ident of the Congress, a thickset but 
dignified figure, clothed in a gold- 
\laced robe, delivered the Presidential 
address in a tone optimistic for the 
future. “Gaps are being filled.” he 
said. “Every day we gain fresh 
knowledge. Life is strengthened, puri- 
fied, and brightened by the penetrating 
influence of medical science.” 

An interesting feature of the pro- 
ceedings was the presentation of & 
delegate fromm each country repre- 
sented at the congress to Prince Ar- 
thur. As a tribute to American med- 
ical science and to its large representa- 
tion at the congress the foreign dele- 
gates presented to the Prince were 
headed by Dr. William Thayer of 
Johns Hopkins University. The band 
| played “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
as the American delegate was pre- 
sented. 

This afternoon Prof. Chaufford, a

‘DARE TO DIES’ MOWED DOWN 





Northerners Gain More Victories— 
Battle at Canton—The Road to 
Nan-Chang Now Open. 





PEKING, Aug. 6.—Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
ex-Provisional President of the republic, 
and now one of the leaders of the south- 
ern revolution, has fled from China on a 
Japanese steamer bound for Formosa. 





SHANGHAI, Aug. 6—A _ desperate 
fight among the rebels themselves took 
place toway at the Wu-Sung forts. 

The famous rebel regiment called the 
“Dare to Dies,’’ whose commander, 
Lu Fu-piao, was suspected of having 
plotttea to capture the fortifications by 
stealth from the revolutionists in order 
to seli them to the Government, attacked 
the forts this afternoon. 

The forts opened fire upon the attack- 
ers and simultaneously the northern 
troops executed a flanking movement, 
whieh literally mowed down the “Dare 
to Dies.” 





NANKING, Aug. 6.—A dispatch re- 
ceived here from the Province of Kiang- 
Si says that the Northerners have gained 
two decisive victories over the rebels and 
that the road to Nan-Chang is now vir- 
tually open. 





HONGKONG, Aug. 6.—A battle began 
to-day at Canton between Chinese Gov- 


ernment troops and the Southern rebels. 
’'wo divisions of the Government army 
attacked the east gate of the City. 





HANKOW, Aug. §.—An army of Gov- 
ernment troops on Aug. 4 captured the 
town of Te-Han on Po-Yang Lake, the 
principal rebel base in the Province of 
Kiang-si. 

Another defeat was inflicted by the 
Government troops on the rebels in the 
Province of Hu-Pé yesterday, when the 
town of Sha-Yang, on the Han-Kiang, 
Was captured from them. 


CHINA TO CURTAIL EXHIBITS 


Hopes, However, to Spend $500,000 
on Her San Francisco Display. 


PEXING, Aug. 6.—The Chinese Gov- 
ernment witl be unable, owing to its 
financial difficulties, to furnish the 
funds necessary to support the Chinese 
exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion at San Francisco in the manner 
originally planned. The Finance Min- 
ister, however, hopes to obtain an ap- 
propriation of $500,000, although many 
members of the Chinese Parliament op- 
pose it. 

Several Chanibers of Commerce also 
are reluctant in the matter, owing to 
the losses to merchants brought about 
by the Chinese revolution and the re- 
cent rebellion.

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BANKERS T0 PROTEST 
AGAINST GLASS BILL 


Currency Members Will Meet in 
Chicago on Telegraphic Call 
from A. B. Hepburn. 





STATE BANKERS _ INVITED 





Propose to Reach Congress Through 
the Public Prints — Wilson 
Wants Action at Once. 





Steps were taken yesterday for calling 
an immediate meeting of the Currency 
Commission of the American Bankers’ 
Association, the Presidents of the State 
Bankers’ Associations, and representa- 
tives of the Clearing Houses, in case 
the Owen-Glass Currency bill in its 
present ferm is adopted by the Demo- 
cratic caueus scheduled for next Mon- 
day. 

A. Barton Hepburn, Chairman of the 
Currency Commission, sent letters yes- 
terday to those to be included in the 
conference, practically asking them to 
hold themselves in readiness to come to- 
gether on short notice by telegraph, 
probably in Chicago. 

This will be the first formal meeting 
of the bankers’ Currency Commission 
to. give consideration to the Currency 
bill. When the commission met in At- 
lantic City several weeks ago it was 
tb formulate answers to the thirty-three 
questions sent out by a sub-committee 
of the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee in quest of information and 
opinions to aid it in formulating a bill. 

Before the commission’s sessions were 
ended an advance copy of the proposed 
Measure was published. This was in- 
formally discussed, but no official copy 
of the bill was available, and the meet- 
ing broke up, some of the members re- 
turning to their homes, 

A majority of the members met a 
few days later at the Waldorf, con- 
Biderec the official bill, which they had 
then received, conferred with Chairman 
Owen, and drew up a series of proposed 
amendments, which were laid before 
President Wilson and his advisers by 
four members of the commission. 

All these proceedings, however, were 
unofficial, so far as the Currency Com- 
mission was concerned, and the mem- 
bers acted as individuals, It wag, in 
fact, broadly intimated to them that the 
Washington Administration would not 
look with favor upon expressions com- 


ing officially from the American Bank- 
ers’ Association or its Currency Com- 
mission. 


Banks to Make Themselves Heard. 


Now that the bill is on the road to 
being made a party measure, however, 
and its objectionable features, from the 
Standpoint of the bankers, have been 
made thoroughly patent, Chairman Hep- 
burn and his associates believe the 
time has come.for the banking inter- 
ests of the whole country to make them- 
selves heard. It is also felt that there is 
a disposition in Washington to regard 
objections to the measure as being 
largely confined to the New York banks, 


or as emanating from Wall Street, 
and that if sentiment against it is crys- 
tallized in all parts of the country and 
bankers of the various States in 
organized capacity have an opportunity 
to express themselves this idea will ve 
dissipated. 

The preliminary call for the meeting 
was signed by Mr.

The public prints this morning announce 
that a currency measure has been finally

There have been no public hearings on 
this measure, and according to the publie 
prints even the minority members of the 
Bear’ and Currency Committee were ex- 
cluded from attendance. 

This is a very important sybject, vitally 
affecting all business interests of the coun- 
try. It would seem wise that the aame be 
given serious consideration in some prac- 
tical manner by the banking interests, and 
that some form of public expression be 
made at this time.

The eleventh-hour amendment to the 
Glass bill authorizing national banks ta 
establish savings departments brought 
up the question yesterday whether the 
investment of funds obtained in this 
manner should not be restricted in ways 
that do not apply to the general de;

By most of the States the nature of 
securities in which savings banks may 
invest is rigidly limited by law. 

E. G. McWilliam, Secretary of the 
Savings Bank Section of the American 
| Bankers’ Association, wrote to Chair- 
|man Glass yesterday directing his at- 
|tention to this point, and making @ 
| suggestion as to the safeguarding of 
the deposits which he said was a per- 
sonal one. e 

“There is now on_ deposit with na- 
tional banks,’’ Mr. McWilliam wrotes 
“upwards of $750,000,000 of the sav- 
ings of the people through the agency. 
of savings or ‘interest’ departments 
conducted by permission of the Con- 
troller of the Currency. Undoubtedly 
this vast sum will be largely augmente 
if these departments are formally 
legalized by the Government. * 
“In the minds of those ignorant 0% 
financial matters, there has always 
been associated with national banks the 
idea that in some manner the Govern- 
ment is behind these banks, which of 
course is not so, and it is fair to as- 
sume that the increase in savings de- 
posits in national banks under this new 
bill will come largely from the class 
mentioned under this erroneous im- 
pression. 

“May I venture to suggest that in 
drafting this amendment some special 
protection should be afforded the sav- 
ings depositors? I would not advocate 
a sweeping segregation law, but I be- 
lieve that if your amendment should 
provide that the savings deposits in 
national banks ‘shall be invested ac- 
cording to the law relative to the in- 
vestment of savings deposits of the 
State in which each national bank is 
located’ the best interests of all would 
be conserved.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Officials of 
the Administration were plainly wor- 
ried ta-day as to the pogsible effect of 
Senator Hitchcock’s speech yesterday 
protesting against currency legislation 
at this session.

Most Senators are of the opinion that 
protracted debate on currency wil 
make a long interval elapse between 
the enactment of the tariff bill and the 
passage of the currency measure, Af- 
ter that, as Mr. Hitchcoek pointed out 
yesterday, much time will be needed to 
set the new money system in practical 
operation. 

To bridge this gap Senator Lea of 
Tennessee, a warm supporter of the 
Administration, introduced a bill to-day 
designed to perfect and liberalize the 
Aldrich-Vreeland act. It admits to the 
banking associations authorized by the 
Aldrich-Vreeland law State as well as 
national banks, It reduces the total 
minimum capitalization of each as- 
sociation from $3,000,000 to $1,000,000. 
It reduces the rate of interest on the 
emergency currency from 5 to 3 per 
cent., and lets this first rate cover four 
months instead of ane month. It also 
extends the life of the act, which will 
expire by ‘limitation on June 30, 1914, 
for another year.

EMERY HAS A BUSY DAY 





N. A. M.'s Counsel a Witness Before 
Two Committees——His Slap at 
Secretary Wilson. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—James A. 
Emery, general counsel for the National 
Association of Manufacturers, wus the 
chief witness before the lobby investi- 
gations on both sides of the Capitol to- 
day. On the stand before the House 
committee he identified a large number 
ef letters taken from the files of the 
N. A. M., and he explained to the 
Senate Committee how the N. A. M. 
had “ prodded’? members of Congress 
into supperting the measures it favored, 
but he denied that the association had 
attempted to control Congressional cam- 
Paigns. 

Martin M. Mulhall, whose charges 
precipitated -the House investigation, | 
was present when the Garrett commit- | 
tee met, but begged to be excused from | 
testifying. His examination was post- 
poned until Monday. He said he had 
found about 200 letters bearing on na- 
tional politics, These, he said, were im- 
portant and some of them contradicted 
the testimony of Representative Fair- 
child. ¢ Mulhall, in fact, was not in 
physical shape for cross-examination. 
It was apparent that he was neryous 
and unstrung. The impression was gen- 
eral that he was on the verge of nerv- 
ous collapse. 

Among the letters identified by Mr. 
Emery were some in which interesting 
comment wag made upon President Taft 
and other public men in connection with 
their attitude toward legislation affect- 
ing the interests of capital and labor. 

Some of the letters related to the ac- 
tivities of the N. A. M. in connection 
with the formulation of the platform 
of the Republican Party in 1008, and

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AGRICULTURAL CURRENCY. 
Representative NEELEY’s proposal 
for issuing currency upon corn, cot- 
ton, and wheat certificates was re- 
jected by the House Banking Com- 
mittee, 10 to 4, the ayes being Rep- 
resentatives NEELEY, WINGO, RAGS- 
PALE, and EaGue. There is little 
doubt that the caucus and the ilouse

Vanced by Mr. NEELEY. He says: 
There is no good reason why the 
producers of the thirteen | billion 
dollars’ worth of agricultural products

eration at the hands of the Federal 


Government as does the holder of 
corporate securities. 


There is no authority for’ the Rep- 
resentative’s thirteen billions, but 
that is a detail. The reason against 
basing currency upon such collateral 
fs the same in principle as that 
against the bond-secured currency. 
Cotton and United States bonds are 
both “ good.’”’ If anything, cotton and 
foodstuffs are the better of the two. 

* It is easier to conceive that there 
should be an absence of demand for 
United States bonds than for cotton 
wer food. They always have a value. 
Their indestructibility is high, and, if 
burned, their value can be recovered 
by insurance. More might be said 
by way of showing that there is no 
prejudice against agricultural collat- 
eral. The argument against it as the 
« basis of currency lies in the nature 
of banking rather than in the nature 
of the collateral. 
It is a banker's first duty to make 
gure that he shall have nothing to do 
_ with his collateral. He does not ac- 
‘ eept it because he wants it for his 
own use, but because it binds the 
borrower to pay. A planter who has 
sold his cotton does not deposit it as 
collateral, nor does he warehouse it. 
Bills against cotton on the way to 
market, or in process of spinning, are 
good basis for currency, because they 
are sure to be paid. Warehouse re- 
ceipts of anything are not good basis 
for currency, because there is no cer- 
tainty when they will be taken up. 
The same thing is true regarding se- 
curities carried in hope of a rise in 
price. They may be as “good” as 
cotton, and can hardly be better, but 
too many such loans of either sort 
will prevent a bank:from serving its 
«a commercial customers. So long 
the market is rising the customer does 
not like to sell, and the banker is 
loath to compel the sale. When bad 
times come the collateral cannot be 
sold except at a sacrifice, and the 
“ customer considers a sale on such 
conditions a hardship. Warehouse re- 
ceipts do not produce cash auto- 
matically on a fixed date. Their liqui- 
‘dation is uncertain, and they add to 
the banker’s business perplexities, 
which ought to be no part of it. 
Would the Representative have the 
* farmers confined to agricultural cur- 
"> rency, and would its payment to 
} others than farmers be forbidden? 
" They are no worse off than anybody

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\ THE KNITTERS’ STRIKE. 

The 10,000 knitters, more or less, 
on strike in the factories and mills of 
Greater New York have followed the 
other thousands of workers in the 
* garmént and clothing industries who 
. earlier in the year struck for higher 
‘wages, shorter hours, and better san- 
itary provisions in factories. We hope 
that the strike of the women knitters 
4s no more serious than was that of 
the white goods workers, whose 
i troubles were speedily solved when 

they could show their employers that 
“they were well enough organized to 
treat with them as a body. The 
.clothing industries are historically 
ff, the last of the 



































scattered among many hundreds of 
factories, and until recently the em- 
ployers have not met each other on 
a basis of common interest. 

The striking knitters demand a 
fifty-hour working week, a schedule 
of wages exceeding in any case $10 a 
week, an increase of 15 per cent. for 
all who have received less than $15 
a week, and a 10 per cent. increase 
for those who have exceeded the $15 
limit. Sanitation and proper safe- 
guards against fire are added in the 
knitters’ demands. 

If these demands are settled by 
means of a “ peace protocol” like that 
which brought the opposing interests 
together in the shirt-waist makers’ 
and succeeding strikes, a permanent 
Board of Arbitration will be estab- 
lished and employers will be left free 
to choose the most competent em- 
ployés under the scale agreed upon. 
Such a settlement should operate as 
well in the knitting industries as in 
kindred trades, wherein the owners 
of factories and their employés are 
now co-operating successfully.

HOT WEATHER FOODS. 


Not a little of the discomfort and 
ill-health experienced in hot weather 
may be traced to the use of unseason- 
able foods. If more people would stop 
to take thought about their diet and 
try to adjust it to the actual require- 
ments of the body, there would be 
less need for Summer “tonics” and 
medicines. The high temperatures of 
Summer, Dr. WILEy points out in the 
August number of Good Housekeep- 
ing, make radiation from the body 
less rapid, and to this extent diminish 
the need of fuel. The oils, fats, 
starches, and sugars, which are use- 
ful heat-forming foods in Winter, 
should be reduced to a minimum dur- 
ing hot weather. A moderate amount 
of the protein or albuminous foods, 


such us lean meat, fish, eggs, cheese, 


| and nuts, which are required for the 


repair and growth of the body, and a 
liberal portion of ripe fruits and veg- 
etables, make a good Summer dietary. 
Dr. WILEY gives this advice: 

Of course there is no such thing 
as a cooling food, since all foods, save 
those of purely mineral character, are 
burned in the body. But there are 
foods, such as oils and fats, whose 
sole function is to furnish heat. You 
will feel better, be less oppressed by 
the heat of Summer, and bétter fitted 
for the duties of the day, if fats and 
oils are largely replaced by sueculent 
vesetables and acid fruits during the 
dog days. 


But fruits and vegetables are very 
often covered with disease-breeding 
germs, and Dr. WiLEy advises that 
they be carefully’ peeled or cooked 
before being given to children. Meat 
deteriorates quickly in Summer, and 
it is safer to depend on fresh fish, 


eggs, and vegetable proteins. Of ice- 
cream, Dr. WILEY says: 
Strange as it may seem, the only 


cooling thing about ice cream. is. its 
temperature. It is composed almost 
exclusively of foods which are burned 
in the body. Fat and sugar, which 
practically supply the food content of 
ice cream, are idea! heat formers. It 
follows that this delicacy should be 
eaten in moderation and eaten slowly. 
Alcoholic beverages and so-called 
“soft drinks” are likewise neither 
cooling nor thirst-quenching, and are 
better left alone. ‘“‘ Turn rather to 
“the simple carbonated drinks of the 
“fountain,” he says, “the grape 
“juices and other pure, natural fruit 
“juices, such as lemon, lime, and 
“orange, for refreshment.” We pre- 
sume few dietetists will quarrel with 
Dr. WILEY’s advice on these points. 








INCOME TAX SPOILS. 


The devise for getting some hun- 
dreds of places under the income tax 
law for the politicians has aroused 
widely spread opposition. The Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League 
promptly exposed its mischievous nat- 
ure, and, during the recent debate, 
Senator Works of California pre- 
sented a telegram from the Municipal 
League of Los Angeles protesting 
against it as follows: 

The Municipal League of 
Angeles, of 600 representative tax- 
payers and citizens, protests against 
the provision in the Income Tax act 
whereby all the Inspectors, agents, 
collectors, &c., employed in the work 
are to be exempt from Civil Service 
and are under the old spoils system. 
This is the most serious attack on 
the efficiency of the public service 
made in recent years, and we are at 
a loss to understand how it can be 
contemplated by an Administration 
pledged to progressive, modern gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Simmons, who had the bill in 
charge, made for it the pitiful defense 
that “it is almost entirely an exact 
“copy of the provision dealing with 
“the same subject in the Denatured 
“ Alcohol act passed only a few years 
“ago.” Of course it is. That trick 
for evading the merit system. put up- 
ward of 100 untested employés in the 
service, and at the end of two years 
they were covered into the competi- 
tive class, enjoying all the advan- 
tages, though wholly free from com- 
petition in getting their places. The 
same trick was played in the 
“emergency” of the Spanish war 
revenue measure. Some 1,200 place- 
men were landed in the service, of 
whom nearly half had to be got rid 
of as useless, and the remainder were 
very much poorer than those chosen 
after proper competitive examination. 

There is no excuse for this exemp- 
tion. The Civil Service Board can 
furnish all the men needed for the 
income tax work, men adequately 
tested, who would have the very 
great merit of owing their places to 
no one but themselves and moved by 
no incentive except the desire to gain 
promotion by faithful service. In- 
come tax work needs that kind of: 
men, It is risky business to intrust

men dependent on “pull.” The 
chances for betrayal. of confidence, 
to say nothing of the cost of incapac- 
ity and indifference, will be very 
great and the effects pernicious. The 
attempt in the Senate committee to 
nullify the civil service law is in 
every respect wrong and dangerous. 
We cannot believe that the committee 
realized its\character, or, now that 
it is exposed, that the committee will 
not abandon it. If not, the House 
should kill it. 








A BAD BEGINNING. 


Scant courtesy has been accorded 
by the Balkan Peace Conference at 
Bucharest to the request of our Gov- 
ernment that in the final treaty there 
should be a stipulation securing civil 
and religious liberty to the popula- 
tions of territory which by cession 
and annexation may be transferred 
from one Balkan State to another. 
The request by our State Department 
not only embodies a general principle, 
but it has a practical application, 
since it is expected that in the treaty 
a considerable area of Bulgarian ter- 
ritory will go to Rumania, where it 
is notorious that persons of the Jewish 
race have long suffered under op- 
pressive dnd inhuman laws and regu- 
lations. 

What we ask is what Secretary Hay 
asked in 1902 in his well-remembered 
remonstrance against the treatment 
of Jews in Rumania. He pointed out 
that, although they numbered some 
400,000, they were excluded from the 
public service, from the learned pro- 
fessions, that many civil rights were 
denied to them, they suffered from 
unequal taxes, that they could not 
own land or cultivate it, and that 
many branches of trade and produc- 
tion were entirely closed to them. All 
these acts of oppression were in fla- 
grant violation of the forty-fifth ar- 
ticle of.the Treaty of Berlin, forbidding 
discriminations in Rumania on ac- 
count of creed or race. As Mr. Hay 
pointed out, the laws and municipal 
regulations of Rumania were enacted 
and enforced in defiance of the Berlin 
Treaty. 

The right of our Government to 
remonstrate against the policy and 
the acts of Rumania was based by 
Mr. Hay upon the following state- 
ment of reasons: 

Putting together the facts now pain- 
fully brought home to this Govern- 
ment during the past few years, that 
many of the inhabitants of Rumania 
are being forced, by artificially ad- 
verse discriminations, to quit their 
native country; that the hospitable 
asylum offered by this country is al- 
most the only refuge left to them; 
that they come hither unfitted, by 
the conditions of their exile, to take 
part in the new life of this land un- 
der circumstances either profitable to 
themselves or beneficial to the com- 
munity; and that they are objects of 
charity from the outset and for a 
long time—the right of remonstrance 
against the acts of the Rumanian 


Government is clearly established in 
, favor of this Government. 


Inasmuch as the Balkan States 
made war upon Turkey to put an end 
to her misgovernment and mistreat- 
ment of the people of provinces con- 
trolled by her, who were the kindred 
of the Bulgarians, Servians, Greeks, 
and since the outrages, oppressions, 
and cruelties practiced by Turkey 
upon her Christian subjects gave to 
the Balkan States the sympathy of 
the civilized world in their struggle, 
it is a bad beginning of the nezgotia- 
tions for a definitive peace among the 
peoples of the Balkans that they 
should now decline to give guarantees 
of religious liberty which they pun- 
ished Turkey for withholding. The 
manner in which the recent hostilities 
between Bulgaria and Greece and 
Servia have been carried on has given 
to these peoples a most unfortunate 
reputation. The world has been forced 
to consider that they were semi- 
savages. Nothing would be. more 
helpful in correcting this impression 
and in regaining for them the sym- 
pathy of civilization than the accept- 
ance of the principles urged upon the 
Peace Conference by our Government. 
It is quite useless for the Rumanian 
Prime Minister, who is the President 
of the conference, to treat our request 
as superfluous, since, as he remarked, 
“such liberty is the law in every 
“country participating in the peace 
“ conference,” be¢ause the world knows 
the statement to be untrue. The 
States of the Balkans have made a 
serious mistake in refusing to con- 
sider the friendly representations we 
have made to the Peace Conference.

ROBERT C. OGDEN. 


The death of Mr. OGDEN is the peace- 
ful end of a noble and fruitful career, 
It is given to few men to serve his 
fellow-men as continuously and as 
well as did Mr. OgpEn. Successful in 
business and in possession of a fort- 
une adequate to the aims to which he 
devoted it, with broad views, great 
practical sagacity, energy unbounded, 
patience inexhaustible, and firm faith 
in the triumph of the best in life, he 
was a born leader for his time. 

His chief work was in the promo- 
tion of education in the South. He 
originated the plan of annual confer- 
ences of men from the North and 
the South to consider the problem and 
to devise ways toward its solution, 
and he was the head of the broader 
and better-equipped organization that 
followed and has been made perma- 
nent. His vital idea in this work was 
co-operation between leading men of 
both sections having common aims. 
Profoundly zealous as he was, there 
was in his nature nothing of the 
zealot. His mind was as open as his 
heart was true. It is no idle judgment 
of an occasional mood to say that he 
loved his ‘work, loved all that were 





engaged in it, and really loved those 
who, from misunderstanding, opposed 
it. His patriotism was fervent and 
faithful, but of sectional feeling he 
was entirely free. This was the secret 
of the wonderful hold he succeeded in 
getting on the confidence, the respect, 
and the affection of all classes of men 
in all parts of the country. His tact 
was of that fine and efficient sort that 


is in reality constant, candid, just, 
and sympathetic consideration for 
others. 


As President of the Board of Trust- 
ees of Hampton Institute, he had to 
deal with a most complex and delicate 
series of tasks; he was equal to all 
the demands made upon him. His ad- 
ministrative ability was extraordinary, 
but his moral gifts were more so. He 
was as steadfast as the day, firm, 
courageous, far-sighted, yet simple as 
a child. His place cannot be filled, 
but it is his supreme gift to his kind 
that the work he began and so largely 
forwarded will continue, vitalized by 
his labors and inspired by his lofty 
purpose.

refusal of young LustTie to give the po- 
lice any help toward finding the four 
men who attempted to kill him Monday 
night and so nearly succeeded in do- 
ing it. 

There can be no reasonable doubt that 
he knows who they were and why they 
scught his life. He takes, however, the’ 
impudent gangster attitude—the attitude 
of one having no respect for the Jaw and 
desiring no protection from it. If he 
dies as a result of his wounds, he says, 
in effect, he has simply been beaten in 
a desperate game and has no complaint 
to make, whilegif he recovers, as seems 
to be probable, he will square the now 
unbalanced account with his own dagger 
or pistol. 

This is, of course, a return to plain 
barbarism and in a civilized community 
it is tolerable only from absolute neces- 
sity. Lustic has forfeited any sympathy 
he may have earned as the victim of as- 
sassins, for he has deliberately proved 
that between them and himself there is 
no difference except that on a particular 
occasion he happened to be in front of a 
revolver instead of behind it. The dif- 
ficulty is to discover or even to imagine 
how a man so lost to all sense of civic 
obligation can be made to talk when he 
prefers to keep silence. If it were de- 
monstrable in court that he is withhold- 
ing evidence and so protecting criminals 
he might be punished for contempt, but 
that would be glory rather than humili- 
ation for such as he. 

Just why he keeps silent it is not easy 


to decide. The explanation that he is 
following a code of honor would be 
plausible if it were not a fact that 


“honor among thieves ’’—and all gang- 
sters are thieves—exists only in the 
proverb and is unknown in reality. Two 
other theories of Lustic’s reticence have 
each some credibility. One of them is 
that he is afraid to do any talking, lest 
he be led into revelation of his own 
crimes, and the other is that he dreads 
the vengeance which the ‘*squealer”’ so 
rarely escapes in gangster circles. The 
first motive has the support of our law’s 
absurdly exaggerated disinclination to 
ask or expect self-incrimination; the 
other discloses the law’s often illustrated 
inability to protect those whom it uses 
as the instruments of justice.

lengthened the running time of their ex- 
ceptionally fast trains they received 
only commendation from that public 
to whose insistent and compelling de- 
mand the putting on of such trains has 
so often been ascribed, The truth is that 
there never was and never will be a 
public demand for the sacrifice of safe- 
ty to speed. 

Travelers do, indeed, prefer fast to 
slow trains, but they invariably assume 
that the managers of railways know at 
what rate danger begins, and that they 
will not exceed or eveh approach it 
closely. The only way that the public 
influences railway speeds is by showing 
a general willingness to take—when 
reasons of purse do not forbid—the 
faster of the trains which the companies 
in their competitions with each other 
and in their supposed good judgment 
see fit to provide. 

An otherwise admirable and impres- 
sive article in this month’s Atlantic on 
the lesson of the Titanic is marred by 
a repetition of a like mistake as to the 
**demands’”’ of travelers by sea. The 
writer of the article puts on the public 
much if not all blame for the devotion, 
in the building of the new liners, to 
magnificence and luxury of money and 
space that would both be better em- 
ployed in facilitating the navigation 
and increasing the-safety of these enor- 
mous vessels. This, too, ignores the as- 
sumption by the public that the ship- 
builders know their business and its 
seriousness, and that when they add 
Roman baths and gymnasiums and res- 
taurants of stately expanse and gor- 
geous decoration to the simpler equip- 
ments of other#days ‘they Keep the ultt-

ate and highest desideratum, safety, 
constantly in mind.

Her fears are groundless, or at any 
rate they are exaggerated. Of course, 
she will be taking numerous and grave 
chances in marrying a Maine man, but 
probably not many more or much bigger 
ones than in marrying a man from any 
other State. Just how id!osyncratic 
were the Saco husband's notions as to 
his proprietary rights we are not pre- 
pared to say. But even if, as is pos- 
sible, his views on the subject are rather 
widely shared by men in or from Maine, 
that is a masculine more than a State 
peculiarity, and there as elsewhere most 
of the men have yielded to the spirit of 
the age and can suffer in silence. 

The typical Maine man would admit— 
in argument —that his wife’s shoes were 
hers, even though he did buy and pay 
for them, and the contrary belief, if he 
entertained it, he would have the sense 
or grace or caution to restrict to com- 
munings with himself when alone. Own- 
ership passes with gift no less than with 
sale, everywhere, and even in Saco, 
which is as Maine as a town can be, 
the husband who forgot that fact was 
first beaten and then arrested.

Modern history writing differs altogether 
form that of olden times. The up-to-date 
Cleo finds facts dotted down in the columns 
of the daily newspapers which in their brev- 
ity are graphic stories of the warfare of 
to-day. But the recorder of the Balkan wars, 
if he is conscientious, thorough, and. enter- 
prising, should go through the advertising 
columns of daily papers also, for even there 
he can find material for analysis and interest- 
ing odds and ends to make his story more 
readable and thrilling. In one of the Euro- 
pean German papers I read the following 
advertisement among the classified advertise- 
ments:

Germany. 

Every indication shows that these artifi- 
cial legs are wanted by one of the Balkan 
States, where war has mutilated thousands 

and thousands of their soldiers. This small 
advertisement certainly speaks volumes 
against modern warfare, and in its cold 
business language depicts the horrors of 
wholesale mutilating. If Vereschagin, the 
great Russian war painter, could paint trage- 
dies of war with a few strokes of his brush, 
this German advertisement certainly does 
the same with its up-to-date business lan- 
guage and the cold cash behind it as an 
epilogue.

SOUTHERN REPUBLICS 


Indirect Taxes and Dictatorships 
Account for Their Unrest. 


{From 4 resident of San Jose, Costa Rica, 
who is exceptionally well informed concern- 
ing the affairs of that republic and the 
other republics of Central America, THE 
TIMES has received the following letter:] 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It may interest you to know that the 
cable of THE NEw YorK TIMES to the 
President of Costa Rica, asking for his 
views on the Nicaragua Treaty, nas in- 
advertently started a strong anti-Ameri- 
can demonstration in this country. 

It so happens that two nights ago a 
press dispatch was received reporting 
President Wilson as having declared 
himself in’ favor of a protectorate for 
Central America. Night before iast 
there was a large mass meeting in one 
of the public squares, in which violent 
anti-American speeches were made, the 
crowd stoned the Uniteqd Fruit Com- 
pany’s office, and only the energetic 
action of the police prevented a dem- 
onstration in front of the President's 
Palace and the American Legation. 

While I do not think that the press 
dispatch received two nights ago justi- 
fied the apprehension felt by the people 
for the possible loss of their autonomy, 
at the same time the dollar diplomacy 
of the Roosevelt and Taft Administra- 
tions tended to undermine their confl- 
dence in the aims and purposes of the 
United States with regard to Central 
America. 

The victory of the Democratic Party 
was received with enthusiasm in Cen- 
tral America. The people felt that the 
day of dollar diplomacy was over, that 
the spirit of Metternich would no longer 
masquerade under the cloak of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, and that the Monroe Doc- 
trine would again be understood in the 
terms of its original import—namely, 
the reiteration of the principles of 
Washington, Jefferson, and Franklin on 
which the American Republic was 
founded, and a protest against privilege 
and absolutism. 

Thirty years’ residence in Spanish 
America ‘nas convinced me that a large 
part of the political unrest ‘in Central 
America is due to the fiscal system by 
which the revenue of these republics is 
collected from the Custom House, liqyor 
and other monopolies. The oppressive 
incidence of indirect taxation, falling, 
as it does, upon the poor, is a constant 
incentive for the masses of the people 
to revolt in the hope of bettering their 
condition. Pledges of reformers are as 
easily broken in Central America as 
they have been broken in our own coun~ 
try in the past with regard to down- 
ward revision of the tariff. 

The existence of the Central American 
dictator is also largely a consequence of 
an economic condition, and, like our 
captains: of industry in the United 
States, some are better or worse than 
others. The revolutionary struggles of 
Central America are not as aimless as 
the average American imagines. Be- 
neath the struggle there is the demand 
for the principle of rotation in office. 
By this means principally can Central 
America rise in social order and pros- 
perity. The influence of a new Execu- 
tive brings with it new ideas and intro- 
duction of new enterprises and liberties. 
One stands for the extension of public 
instruction; another for public highways 
and means of communication; another 
for industrial development—and, as a 
general rule, each man leaves office 
with the country on a higher plane of 
development than he found it. The evil 
of continuation in office is apparent in 
the chaos existing in Mexico, where we 
have been deceived into confusing ma- 
terial prosperity with social progress. 

In Central America, Costa Rica and 
Salvador have reached the highest ex- 
pression of republican Government by 
adhering to the principle of rotation in 
office. Social conditions in the rest of 
Central America are more complex than 
in either of these two countries, and 
their development must necessarily be 
slower. The revival of the post-bellum 
reconstruction policy and its application 
to Central America can only repeat the 
failure of carpet-bag government in the 
Southern States and bring our Govern- 
ment into discredit. 

The default of part of Central Amer- 
ica on its foreign debt is to its discredit, 
but it would be difficult to find a 
statesman in all Central America who 
does not deplore the fact and earnestly 
desire to place his country on a firmer 
financial basis. In extenuation of Cen- 
tral American debts, it is only just to 
state that the history of some of them is 
analogous to those of some of our de- 
faulting Southern States, the non-pay- 
ment of which does not seem to trouble 
the public conscience in the United 
States. 

As I mentioned above, the fiscal sys- 
tem is largely to blame for the troubles 
of Central America. It was contended 
by the Republican Administration that 
the control of the Custom Houses would 
establish peace in Central America and 
that it would deprive the people of the 
sinews of war with which to fight. This 
is far from being the case, and I can 
recall no instance in which the Custom 
House supplied the sinews of war ex- 
cept the recent revolution in Nicaragua. 
The control of the Custom House, with 
its forced collection of duties for the 
payment of loans, claims and other 
charges, only increases the burdens of 
the people and provokes further unrest 
and a greater danger of trouble. 

Rather than condemning the Central 
American for his shortcomings and in- 
ferring that he is incapable of self- 
government, it would be more just to 
take into account his great achievement 
in establishing a civilization in spite of 
inadequate revenues, almost uncon- 
querable natural forces, and, in many 
instances, an insalubrious’ climate, 
with the health of the people under- 
mined by the ravages of the hook- 
worm. 

The economic and social effects of 
isothermal zones can best be under- 
stood by Americans by comparing the 


social and economic development of 
the rural districts of, say, Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana with those of 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Virginia, or 
States further north. We_ ourselves 
were unable to shake off the incubus 
of slavery for nearly a century after 
our declaration of independence, large- 
ly because of the economic and social 
conditions which seem to be peculiar to 
the soil and clirhate of the South. Cen- 
tral America also bears its cross. 

The States in Central America have 
undoubtedly been equipped with misfit 
Constitutions—never, perhaps, more un- 
fortunate than when they have copied 
some of our own institutions. While 
we ourselves possess perhaps the most 
perfect Constitution devised to protect 
the individual liberty and equality of 
man, yet our so-called ‘‘ democratic ” 
Federal Government must derive its 
revenue by undemocratic indirect taxa- 
tion, the weight of which falls most 
heavily on the weaker members of our 
body politic. 

I can only hope there is no foundation 
in the rumors that the United States 
roposes to establish a rotectorate. 
Bhould the Nicaraguan reaty com- 
promise: the autonomy of that country, 
the logical effect of such an action 
on the part of Nicaragua would be for 
the rest of Central America to declare 
war on that republic for their own self- 
preservation. he spirit of 1856 whicn 
united Central America against the 
filibuster William Walker is being As a 
idly revived, and there is no doubt in 
my mind that Central Americans will 
go almost any length in defense of their

NO AUDUBON BANK RECEIVER 


Judge Mayer Denying Application 
Praises Liquidating Committee.

yesterday that the New York Railways 
Company would have all electric ser- 
vice on that street by the end of the 
month. Already ten electric cars have 
been placed in operation, and fifty 
more, it is understood, soon are to be 
put into service. 

Immediately upon receipt of the wel- 
come news, the committee held a meet- 
ing at 114 East Broadway and passed 
resolutions that Tom and Jerry, the old- 
est horses in the Delancey Street service, 
be retired to green pastures for the rest 
of their lives. Likewise a purse will be 
raised for ‘‘ Pat the Driver’’ Connell, 
aged 60, of 590 Greene Street, who has 
driven horse cars on Delancey Street for 
thirty-one years. The committee will 
seek to have Connell employed In some 
other capacity by the New York Rail- 
ways Company. 


DEFENDS INSURANCE POOL. 


Stimulates Competition, New Jersey 
Rate Compiler Tells Investigators. 


Atlee Brown, who, it is declared, fixes 
fire insurance rates for New Jersey, was 
called as a witness by the legislative 
committee investigating insurance mat- 
ters in its first session at the City 
Hall in Newark yesterday. J. Emil 
Walschied, counsel for the committee, 
had prepared a line of examination de- 
signed to get at the facts as to whether 
a combination existed for making rates. 

Mr. Brown said he was the head of the 


Underwriter’s Association of Philadel- 
phia when called here. Several of the 
largest companies doing business in this 
State had gotten together and decided 
that it was necessary to have a single 
expert to fix a basic schedule of rates 
in compliance with Chapter 85 of the 
laws of 1913, which went into effect 
July 4. Since then 165 companies doing 
business in the State had accepted the 
rates submitted and filed them. 

To prepare those schedules, the wit- 
ness said, the companies had been put 
to an expense of $150,000, whereas, if 
each company had fixed its own sched- 
ule, the total cost would have been 
$3,000,000, and the cost of insurance to 
the people would have to advance about 
20 per cent. Mr. Brown insisted that 
the law was a benefit to the insured, 
and would stimulate instead of killing 
competition.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 6.—That total 
abstinence from intoxicating Hquor is on 
the increase in the United States Navy 
was asserted by the Rev. Eugene Mac- 
Donald, in an address at the forty- 
third annual convention of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union, which opened 
here to-day. 

Father MacDonald, who is a chap- 
lain in the navy, said that the service 
was now ‘85 to 90 per cent. temperate.” 
“We have,” he said, ‘by actual 
cnumeration 12 per cent. total abstain- 
ers and 85 per cent. temperate men. 
The old days are passing, and men do 
not return to the ship drunk. There are 
men in the navy who go ashore, take 
a glass of beer and then go their way. 
They will take a pledge against 
whisky, but want their beer as a safety- 
valve.” 


RAILROAD LICENSES 
Called a Practical Remedy 


Strikes and Lockouts. 


To the Ediior of The New York Times: 

The letter of Mr. Peter B. Olney, re- 
cently printed in THe TIMEs, contains 
the first practical solution of the rail- 
road strike problem that, I think, has 
been suggested. 

Yt is to be hoped that Mr. Olney’s 
suggestion will be followed up, and a 
bill creating license bureaus be drafted 
in constitutional form and submitted to 
the Legislature of each State and to 
Congress. Such a bill might provide 
not only for the granting and revoca- 
tion of licenses to railroad employes, 
and the prohibition of lockouts and 
strikes, but also a penalty for inducing 
or taking part in a lockout or strike 
and other conspiracies to interrupt rail- 
road traffic. 

The time seems ripe for compulsory 
arbitration, with the public in control 
of the Board of Arbitrators. It is the 
public that pays any increased cost of 
operation—either in increased rates or 
depreciated service—and although the 
public should and would be fair and 
liberal with both the employes and the 
railroads, the public objects to taxation 
without representation, and insists upon 
having the right to decide matters in 
dispute affecting the public so mxterial- 
ly.

EPISCOPAL PENSION 
SYSTEM REVISION 


Half Pay Planned for All Rec- 
tors Who Are More Than 
65 Years Old. 





$3,500,000 CASH IS NEEDED 





This, the Commission Appointed by 
General Convention in 1910 Say, 


Would Carry Accrued Liabilities. 


A far-reaching system of pensions for 
the support of the clergy, their widows, 
and their children, is recommended in 
a report made public to-day by the 
Joint Commission on the Support of the 
Clergy appointed by the General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopag 
Church of 1910 to consider the q#s- 
tion of the support of the clergy, in- 
cluding salaries, insurance, annuities, 
and pensions. 

To carry out the system of pensions 
which the commission has worked out 
it is proposed to ask the church to raise 
by general appeal such a sum as will 
carry on a reduced scale the immense 
accrued liabilities due to the haphazard 
and unscientific pension systems of the 
past. This, the commission holds, 
could be accomplished in a modest man- 
ner by about $3,500,000. 

The Church has for many years paid 
pensions. The total pension and relief 
disbursement is reported to the com- 
mission as aggregating annually 
$222,908. 

The Joint Commission on the Support 
of the Clergy is of the opinion that the 
time has arrived when the ‘national 
Church should construct a budget for 
pension expenditure. This budget 
should be adequate to provide annuities 
for all aged clergymen, for al! disabied 
clergymen, and for the widows and 
minor orphans of all clergymenys 
throughout the entire national Church. 

Instead of dealing with the parish, 
the joint commission recommends that 
the national Church deal directly with 


the diocese in establishing its pension 
system, and that the pension budget 
be assessed among the dioceses ac- 


cording to the exact liability which the 
clergy list of each diocese puts tha 
year upon the fund, corresponding to 
the age at which each of the clergy 
in the diocese was ordained and the 
age at which each received an increas@ 
in stipend. 

In recommending that the Church 
raise by general appeal the $3,500,000 
which it is estimated would carry thé 
accrued pension liabilities of the past, 
the commission points out that tite 
donors to this fund would be absolutely 
assured that the appeal would never 
be repeated. 

Briefly summarized, the pension sys- 
tem recommended by the commission 
would provide as follows: 

An annuity to a clergyman at 65 or 
thereabouts, upon resignation of the sti- 
pend attached to his office, based upon 
his length of service and stipend. The 
maximum would be 50 per cent. of the 
average annual stipend, no annuity to be 
in excess of $3,000. 

To the widow of any clergyman ay an- 
nuity equal to one-half of the annuity 
to which her husband would have been 
entitled: during the years of marriage, 
with a minimum of $300 provided the 
marriage was celebrated during his 
years of active service. 

Annuities to provide education for the 
children of a deceased clergyman, as 
follows: $100 before the age of 7; $200 
between the ages of 7 and 14; $300 be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 21 during de- 
pendence, provided that the combined 
annuities to widow and children are not 
to exceed the annuity to which the 
clergyman would have been entitled. 
This proviso not to apply if the clergy- 
man died before the age of 40. 

In case of total disability, certified to 
by the fund’s own physician, a tempo- 
rary annuity during the continuance of 


such disability equal to 40 per cent. of 
the last annual stipend. 

The commission recommends that the 
General Convention approve merely the 
general principles of the above pension 
system, leaving the details to be admin- 
istered under constant actuarial advice 
and through fixed rules by a permanent 
Board of Trustees. These Trustees 
might well be composed of fifteen Bish- 
ops, fifteen Presbyters, and fifteen lay- 
men, elected by the General Conven- 
tion, to represent the entire Church, five 
of each order to be elected by each Gen- 
eral Convention. The Trustees should 
be authorized to delegate their power, to 
be exercised under their control, to an 
Executive Committee of three Bishops, 
three Presbyters, and three laymen, one 
of each order to be elected triennially by 
them. The Trustees should be directed 
to report to each General Convention 
and to be in atl respects subject to the 
authority of the General Convention. 


BAR HARBOR DEDICATION. 


Catholics Crowd Church to Com- 
memorate Landing of Jesuits,

BAR HARBOR, Me., Aug. 6.—The 
dedicatory ceremonies of the Church of 
the Holy Redeemer to-day in com- 
memoration of the three hundredth an- 
niversary of the Catholic settlement by 
French Jesuits on the island were ate 
tended by a gathering which taxed the 
capacity of the church and grounds. 
Six new England Bishops attended, as 
did the Apostolic Delegate from Wash- 
ington, and more than 100 priests from 
all over New England. 

A banquet was held this afternoon, at 
which Bishop Louis S. Walsh acted as 
toastmaster. Among the speakers were 
Gen. Edward Morrell and Dr. S. Weir 
Mitchel! of Philadelphia.

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IMPERATOR BRINGS 
RECORD CABIN LIST 


More Passengers of Those 
_ Classes Than Ever Crossed 
f in Any Ship Before. 








TOTAL POPULATION 4,500 





Biggest Liner Clips Her Passage 
Record——Exchanges Salutes in 
Harbor with Biggest Battleship. 





The Hamburg-American liner Im- 
perator, biggest of ships and, so Em- 
peror William says, the finest, arrived 
yesterday afternoon with more cabin 
passengers than ever crossed the At- 
lantic before in any  vessel—2,116. 
Counting in her crew, the Imperator 
had more than 4,500 persons on board. 
Of these 803 were in the first cabin, the 
record; 519 in the second cabin, 794 in 
the third cabin, and 1,522 in the steer- 
age. 

There was only one bad day on the 
ocean, last Thursday, when the Im- 
perator ran into a heavy gale accom- 
panied by a great downpour. After 
that smooth seas, gentle winds, and 
blue skies held sway. 

Despite the bad Thursday, the liner 
clipped 2 hours and 22 minutes off her 
record, her time from Cherbourg 
Breakwater to the Ambrose Channel 
Lightship being. 5 days 19 hours and 8 
minutes. Some. day Commodore Ruser, 
her commander, expects to clip off sev- 
eral more hours, but not to go in for 
any speed record. 

The Imperator was steaming at twen- 
ty-two knots last Saturday night when 
a little glycerine pipe connected with a 
valve in the steering gear broke, and 
for a few minutes the rudder was out 
of commission, The trouble, however, 
was quickly located and repaired, and 
few of the passengers knew that any- 
thing had happened until next day. As 
@ result of the break the Imperator 
Was stopped for a short time, but the 
lost minutes were made up and the ship 
made New York almost on the minute 


indicated by Commodore Ruser’s Tues- 
day night wireless to New York. 

The Imperator upon entering New 
York Harbor exchanged courtesies with 
the world’s biggest battleship, the Ar- 
gentine super-dreadnought Rivadavia, in 
yesterday from the yards of her build- 
ers in Quincy, Mass., for a _ final 
survey in the new dry dock at the New 
York Navy Yard, The two big ships 
steamed up the harbor at the same 
time, but soon parted, the Imperator 
to enter the North and the Rivadavia 
the East River. They saluted each 
other in greeting and again at parting 
with a graceful dipping of flags, while 
the thousands abvard the giant German 
ship waved and cheered good wishes to 
the big two-funneled man-of-war.

AT MAINE HOME 





Merchant and Philanthropist 
Was 77 Years Old, Retiring 
Six Years Ago from Business. 





HIS WORK FOR THE NEGRO 





Devoted Himself to the Cause of 
Education In the South—His 


Other Charities Many. 





KENNEBUNKPORT, Me., Aug. 6.— 
Robert C. Ogden of New York, the 
widely-known philanthropist, died to- 


night at his Summer residence ‘nere. — 
Robert Curtis Ogden’s long life was 
one of ceaseless activity. He was mer- 
chant, philanthropist, educator, author 
and soldier. Perhaps he was best known 
for two things—as the head of the 
Wanamaker store in New York from 
the beginning and as a foremost worker 
in the field of education in the South. 
He came otf Puritan stock. Born in 
Philadelphia on June 20, 1836, he was 


the direct descendant in the sixth gen- 
eration from Richard Ogden, the elder of 


two brothers who came to New IKingland 
from old England in 1630, and became 





known throughout those celonies as 
thrifty builders,- who extended their 
work down to New Amsterdam, NHobert 


Curtis Ogden was the son of Jonathan 
Ogden, woolen merchant. The business 
career that ended when, in 1907, he re- 
signed from the Wanamaker firm, began 
when at the age of 14 he went to work 
in Philadelphia as an errand boy, earn- 
ing $1.50 a week, in a hardware store. 
Although Ogden wag a Philadeiphia boy 
by birth and schooling, John Wanamaker 
had to go to Ngw York tor him, for 
when he was 19 he had come to this 
city and cast his fortunes with the cloth- 
ing firm of Devlin & Co, He prospered 
so well in that connection that he soon 
became a partner and was in the enjoy- 
ment of that partnership in 1885 when 
the call from Mr. Wanamaker came. 
He and Mr. Wanamaker worked side 
by side, and grew to understand each 
other. When the Philadelphia merchant 
decided to open a branch of his store 
in this city by the purchase of the 
famous A. T. Stewart dry goods store, 
Mr. Ogden was put in charge, Under 
his supervision the Stewart tradition 
was revived and the old store was sup- 
plemented by the new one on the ad- 


joining block. 
On frarch 30, 1907, this formal state- 


|ment was issued over the Wanamaker 


signature: 

For reasons of health, Robert C. -Ogden, 
to our great regret, retires from our busi- 
ness at his own request, and his interest 
therein ceases at this date. 

The ‘‘ reasons of health ’’ related to 
Mr. Ogden's heart, which was_ weak. 
He had been critieally ill earlier in 
that year and for some time had been 
away from his customary place in the 
store. 

““T have not been out of employment 
for a day in over isty years,’’ he said 
at that time, ‘‘nor has it ever been 
necessary for me to ask for a place, 
But I’ve had my own share of hard 
knocks.”’ 


His Work for the Negro. 


His interest in negro education de- 
veloped early, and it showed itself 
most clearly in his work for the Hamp- 
ton Institute in Virginia. He was close- 
ly associated with Gen, Samuel Chap- 
man Armstrong, the founder of the in- 
stitute, whom he succeeded as Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees. For 
many years he was the President of the 
Southern Educational Board, an organi- 
zation actively covering the larger part 
of the country from the Potomac to the 
Rio Grande, and from the Ohio to the 
Gulf. At one time the work of Mr. 
Ogden and his associates was not cor- 
dially received, and the feeling in the 
South was tinged with bitterness. Many 
Southerners regarded his activities as 
meddlesome intrusions into what did 
not concern him and the trips of his 
parties as attempts of Nortnerners to 
patronize the South. \ 

For years the meeting of the confer- 
ences was about equally encouraged and 


opposed, but the distrust gradually 
melted away, and when the twelfth 
meeting took place in Atlanta four 


welcome was genuine 
and general, and the citizens surprised 
him with a loving cup, on which was 
engraved this sentiment: 

In token of affectionate recognition of 
the years of personal service by means of 
which the educational activties of the 
Southern States have been organized, sys- 
tematized, and developed. His service to 
us has been the more distingyished in that 
it has helped us to help ourselves.

When Lee came into Penn- 
sylvania in ’63, he joined the ‘'wenty- 
third psiment of the New York Na- 
tional Guard. and continued with that 
regiment in the field until it was or- 
dered home in connection with the sup- 
pression of the draft riots.

The variety of his interests was most 
clearly shown by the titles of his books, 
which included the ‘“ Life an® Charac- 
ter of Samuel Chapman Armstrong, 
“Pew Rents and the New Testament:

School Teaching,” ‘‘ Getting’ and Keep- 
ing a Business Position,” and ‘ The 
Ethics of Modern Retailing.’’ His point 
of view is most clearly shown by this 
excerpt from his practical philosophy: 

“Popular education is the greatest 
of all inventions and ecommerce the 
greatest science of the age.”

Mrs. Frances Cook Reser, wife of Ed- 
ward Newton Reser, art instructor in

G. §. Roberts, Fire Department's

WRENN PRAISES PARKE. 


President of Tennis Association 
Says Americans Won Great Victory. 


Robert D. Wrenn, President of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association, 
returned yesterday on the Hamburg- 
American liner Imperator from Eng- 
land, where he went to attend the Davis 
Cup matches. It was expected that 
Maurice E. McLoughlin, R. Norris 
Williams, Harold H. Hackett, and Wal- 
lace F. Johnson, the members of the 
Davis Cup team, would return with 
President Wrenn, but they will sail on 
the France on Saturday. 

President Wrenn said the victory of 
the American tennis team was a well- 
deserved one, although they had a hard 
fight to recapture the trophy from the 
British players. He payed a flattering 
compliment to J. C. Parke, who de- 
feated McLoughlin and Williams in the 
singles, and said he was one of the 
most resourceful players in the game. 
He did not think luck played any part 
in the matches, but said the American 
players had to work hard to win, espe- 
cially in the doubles, where the Brit- 
ishers were at one time within a point 
of winning, which, with the next day’s 
victory of Parke in the singles, would 
have saved the cup for England. 

Williams’s work with the racquet was 
praised by Mr. Wrenn, who said that 
the young Philadelphian made a splen- 
did fight against Parke, and came very 
near turning the trick, only he lacked 
steadiness. He said McLoughlin and 
Williams would return in time for the 
Newport tournament, and that Mc-

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QF MOTOR VEHICLE 


Car, with Steam Turbine and 
Oil Drive, to Run on Tracks 








—Pedestrians Regulated. | 





If plans now under way materialize, a 
type of vehicle entirely new to this coun- 
try, as far as driving energy !s con- 
cerned, will go into operation for pas- 
senger and package carrying at Great 
Neck, L. I. Although it will. run on 
rails and have the body of a street car, 
the vehicle will represent a step toward 
the use of steam in motor vehicles, 
which has been carried much further in 
Europe than here. It will be a sort of 
hybrid of an automobile and a tram. 

The most interesting feature of this 
conveyance, designed by L. J. Wing, is 
its method of locomotion. A “flash” 
boiler using kerosene as fuel, much like | 
the boilers of steam automobiles which 
use gasoline, will drive a turbine at from 
2,000 to 3,000 revolutions a minute. <A 
reduction gear will connect this turbine 
with a hydraulic drive, operating in oil, 
of the type now in usé on one make of 


motor truck. This in turn will drive 
the wheels of the car by silent chain 
connections. Although this seems rather 
complicated in the telling, the designer 
has provided for the recondensation of 
the steam from the turbine through cov-

Jemes A. Gallivan, Street Commis- 
sioner of Boston, has recently been in- 
vestigating traffic conditions in Chicago, 
Washington, and New York. One of the 
results of his trip has been his advocacy 
of a law prohibiting the use of automo- 
bile horns, except as warnings of dan- 
ger. Mr. Gallivan found a rule in ef- 
fect in Washington that “no person 
shall use a horn or other signal except 
to give warning to drivers of other 
vehicles and to pedestrians.”’ In Boston, 
on the other hand, horns must be 
sounded at every intersection of streets. 
The Washington rule is said to result in 
fewer accidents since the less frequent 
use of the horn makes its warning more 
effective. Similar restrictions are now} 
in force in Chicago, Cincinnati, Newark, 
Jersey City, Sloux_ City, St. Louis, Los 
Angeles, Seattle, San -Diego, Memphis, 
Louisville, Atlanta, aoa St. Paul, 
Philadelphia, Des Moines, Dubuque, and 
Portland, Ore. The States of California 
and Connecticut also have recently 
passed laws to the same effect.

FINANCIAL MARKETS TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





Reaction Brings Smaller Vol- 
ume of Dealings——How Trade 


Statistics Are Running. 





On a reduced volume of trading, the 
stock market lost yesterday part of the 
ground which it had gained the previous 
day, but it did not appear that there 
was any material change in the general 
cheerful attitude which has lately been 
displayed toward the market. It might 
be argued from the fact that on smaller 
sales prices receded yesterday that trad- 
ing efforts by which prices had been 


advancing was disproportionate to 


he 


net results obtained, but on the otfer 
hand the theory was -equally tenable 
that as dealings broadened and prices 
rose there was not a corresponding dis-

Watching the Weather. 


People in the financial district seldom 
pay much attention to the weather, ex- 
cept as it affects their owr® coring and

Commercial Bills More Active. 


The market for commercial paper has 
braadened out in the last ten days in 
a way to persuade many prokers that 
the turn in the road has been reached. 
Hates continue high, few bills being 
discounted at less than 6 per cent. 
and much business being done on 
a 6%4 per cent. basis, but brokers say 
that from their point of view rates 
may be what they please provided the 
paper keeps moving. It is a moot 
question in the market whether Sec- 
retary of the Treasury McAdoo’s offer 
to supply Government funds in quantity 
for crop moving purposes had any ef- 
fect in widening the demand for mer- 
cantile bills, or in influencing bor- 
rowers to extend their commitments. 
Commercial paper men say they have 
been doing considerably more business 
since the announcement was made. 
They qffalify this statement, however, 
by adding that improvement was in 
evidence before Mr. McAdoo made 
known his plan, and that the increase 
since may have been only the normal 
result of generally better sentiment in 
financial quarters. ‘‘ Stocks and com- 
mercial bills have very little in com- 
mon,’’ a broker said yesterday, “ but it 
is a matter of tradition, almost, that 
when the stock market is active on the 
buying side the commercial paper “mar- 


ket improves.”

Bonds Looking Up. 


At various times recently the bond 
market has shown signs of rising above 
the slump in which it has been flound- 
ering for the last few years, only to 
be crushed down again by the appear- 
ance of an unexpected .large offering, 
so that dealers have become chary 
about admitting that improvement has 
set in. Nevertheless, some of them are 
willing to admit now that the outlook

Work for Farmhands. 


The usual cry of a shortage of, help 
in the harvest fields of the Northwest is 
being heard with the ripening of the 
Spring wheat crop. From information 
eoliected by the Northern Pacific in 
Minnesota, Montana and North Dakota 
it appears that any able-bodied man 
within a few hundred miles of those 
States who is not at work is resting 
from choice, not necessity. At most 
points in Minnesota the harvest will get 
under way between now and the idSth 
of this month, and men to man the ma- 
chines are in demand at wages of from 
$2 to $3 a day. At Moorehead there are 
jobs awaiting 2,000 men. Wheat is not 
such an important crop in Montana, but 
work for 800 men at $2.50 a day is of- 
fered there. North Dakota is the great 
Spring wheat State on the Northern Pa- 
cific’s.lines. At Barney and Bismarck 


the harvest work has been underway for 
two weeks and is nearly finished. At 
other points in that State harvesting 
Spring wheat has not yet commnced, 
but when it is there will be work for 
5,000 more harvest hands.

While the Union Pacific board has not 


decided, nor even met to discuss the 
disposition of the $82,000,000 or so which 
the company will get from the sale of 
$88,500,000 of Southern Pacific stock 
held by .the Central: Trust Company 
holders of Union Pacific shares derive 
encouragement from the admission that 
some of the Directors have in mind an 
extra cash distribution a year or so 
hence, when the disposal of the stock 
has been accomplished. 

If the Southern Pacific shares ‘are sub- 
scribed for at about 92 it will mean the 
receipt of $32,000,000. If the manage- 
ment were to decide that in view of the 
uncertainties of the security markets it 
would be wiser to distribute this money 
than to reinvest it in the stockholders’ 
interest it would mean about $25 a 
share, if the right of the preferred stock 
to participate in any distribution be con- 
ceded.

Bank exchanges in July, as shown by 
the report of R. G. Dun & Co., made 
a satisfactory ‘comparison the country 
over with the two preceding years, the 
total aggregating $13,476,419,674, a loss of 
3.1 per cent. as compared with the 
Same month of last year, but a gain 
of 3.8 per cent. over July, 1911. New 
York reported decreases of 7.3 and 2.2 
per cent., respectively, as compared 


with 1912 and 1911, but with few excep- 
tions the leading cities in other sections 
made substantial gains. The total of 
all outside centres was 2.5 per cent. 
larger than in 1912 and 12.1 per cent. 
in excess of July, 1911. 

Smaller bank clearings at Boston and 
some other cities in the New England 
States, which, to a considerable ex- 
tent, is probably a reflection of the 
temporary slowing down in the textile 
industry, resulted in some loss in the 
total as contrasted with last year, al- 
though improvement appeared at sev- 
eral centres. Generally favorable re- 
turns were made by the leading cities 
in the Middle Atlantic States, well- 
maintained activity in the more im- 
portant industrial and commercial lines 
being indicated by larger exchanges 
than in either year at Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Scranton, Reading, Harris- 
burg, Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, 
Binghamton, Trenton, Wheeling, and 
other points. The South Atlantic States 
continued to make a favorable com- 
parison with both years, and while 
there is still some contraction at a num- 
ber of centres, it was more than made 
up by the substantial improvement 
which appeared at Baltimore, Norfolk, 
Columbia, 8. C., and Washington. The 
returns by the cities in the Central 
South continued to show more or less 
irregularity, sharp falling off appear- 
ing at several leading centres, among 
them New Orleans, Memphis, and 
Knoxville, but it would seem that gen- 
eral business conditions were  satis- 
factory, because good gains gver one or 
both years were seen at sucH’important 
cities as St. Louis, Louisville, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga, Birmingham, Mobile, 
Galveston, Austin, Oklahoma, Tulsa, 
and Little Rock. Well-maintained dis- 
tribution of seasonable mercandise and 
actively operated industrial plants in 
practically every part of the Central 
States were indicated by the remark- 
able uniformity with which almost 
every important city reports improve- 
ment over both years and the increase 
in the total for that section.

The news of the day in the wheat market 


was again against holders, but the sharp 
advance in corn had a stimulating influence, 


and after a decline of about %c during the 
morning prices rallied and closed near the | 
top, with net gains of 144, to %c. The under- 


tone was nervous, and the market was sub- 
ject to rather quick changes, but when shorts 
attempted to cover they found comparatively | 
little wheat for sale. The high quality of 
the American wheat this year is believed to 


insure for it a good demand both from do- 
mestic mills and Europe. 
Receipts at Western points were again 


heavy, and as harvesting of the Spring wheat 
is now unuder way it is expected that the 
movement will be augmented by increased 
offerings of new Spring wheat in the near 
future. Crop estimates are still being in- 
creased, a prominent Western bank placing 
the indicated yield of America at 739,720,000 


bushels. The foreign markets were lower, 
owing to continued favorable weather in 


Western Europe and increased offerings of 
native wheat, which is said to be turning 
out of better quality than expected.

Renewed apprehension over the crop out- 


look in the Southwest imparted a firmer tone 
to the cotton market yesterday. The buying 
did not become sufficiently active or gen- 
eral to suggest any broadening of bull spec- 
ulation or any material increase in trade in- 
terest, but shorts appeared to be nervous 
and, with offerings light, it did not require 
a great deal of demand to send prices higher. 
The close was steady, at practically the best 
point of the day, and from 11 to 15 points 
net higher. 

Liverpool showed firmness before the loca! 
opening. Private cables reported a poor spot 
demand, but said that the Continent was 
buying, and the market here opened steady 
at an advance of 3 to 5 points in sympathy. 
Some little irregularity followed as a result 
of scattered realizing or pressure from local 
and Southern bears, but the offerings were 
well taken, and prices quickly firmed up on 
the Western belt forecast for generally fair 
weather. The detailed reports, indicating 
dry and very hot weather in both Texas and 
Oklahoma, contributed to the advance later, 
while some buying was also inspired by more 
numerous reports of deterioration in Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi, as well as from Texas 
and Oklahoma. Dispatches from other sec- 
tions of the belt continued generally favor- 
able, however, and the less encouraging news 
from the Southwest seemed more effective in 
the matter of restricting offerings than in 
promoting fresh demand for long account. 

It was reported during the day that ocean 
freight room had been engaged for the ship- 
ment’ of 10,300 bales of Cotton from the 
local stock to Liverpool during August, but 
the near month was relatively quiet during 
the entire day. and barely responded to the 
advance in new crop positions. - Notwith- 
standing the crop damage. reports from the 
Western belt, about the only changes re- 
ported in the Southern spot situation were 
declines in the Southwest markets, and, while 
the present weather may be unfavorable from 
an ultimate crop standpoint, it is probably 
hastening the early movement. The effect 
of this early movement on the market is now 
considered by many the crucial point in the 
market. Unsettled trade and financial con- 
ditions, the absence of any important. bull 
speculation, ard the procrastinating attitude 
of the mills are all factors supposed to be 
against an eager absorption of early receipts 
from the new crops. Southern spot markets, 
as officially reported, were unchanged to %c 
lower.

Dutiable Silk Imports Gain. 

‘According to statistics compiled by the 
Bilk Association of America, dutiabie 
silk imports entered at the Port of New 
York in the four weeks ended July 26 
showed a. substantial gain over those 
of. the corresponding period a year ago. 
This year’s total for July was $2,122,376, 
against $1,894,004 in 1912. Of these to- 


tals, fabrics woven in the piece contrib- 
uted $598,985 and $479,156, respectively. 





One of the most noteworthy features of} 


the July imports was the sharp gain 
in receipts of ribbon under 12 inches 
wide. From $38,593 in 1912, imports of 
these goods increased to $153,223 iast 
month. Imports of velvet and plush 
ribbons increased almost 100 per cent. 
With a value of $170,411. Velvet fabrics, 
on the other hand, declined about 
$6,300. Imports of spun silk shrunk 
more than $50,000 worth, and raw silk 
shipments were smaller in value by al- 
most $125,000. i 
oS 
Heavier Exports of Domestics. 
‘A further gain was. made last week 
in exports of domestics and cotton duck 


from this- port, the total being 9,714 
ackages, valued at $569,638, against 
479,882, for the previous week. The 
greatest amount shipped to a single 
country, $328,978 worth of merchandise, 
went to China, Trading is not active, 
however, buyers being disposed _ to 
await crop developments. Lower prices 
are not improbable with the coming of 
the new crop. Selling to South Ameri- 
can merchants is spasmodically good, 
especially to Venezuela, the River Plate 
district, and Brazit. Lack of confidence 
with: Mexico eauses many dealers to 
demand money with orders, and there is 
practically no business sought with that 
country. The feeling is optimistic, 
however, and it is thought that large 
buyers will begin to operate by the end 
of the current month.

MORE BUTTER, PRICES UP. 


Enormous Stock in Storage, Due to 
Chicago-Elgin Board War. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Although Chi- 
cago housewives have been paying mid- 
winter prices for butter and a further 
advance is expected, there are more 


than 65,000,000 pounds in cold storage, 
according to the Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation. This is 10,000,000 pounds more 
than the reserve a year ago. 

A half-cent increase yesterday made 
the price 26 1-2 cents to jobbers, and an- 
other advance of one cent was predict- 
ed. Prices to consumers range from 35 
to 38 cents, according to location. Job- 
bers attribute the high-prices and enor- 
mous cold-storage stocks to the warfare 
between the Chicago and Elgin Butter 
Boards. Jobbers have been paying more 
for butter than they could sell at and 
have been placing their purchases in 
storage, awaiting a higher market. 
There has been an unusually heavy pro- 
duction of butter, and so much of it has 
gone into storage that jobbers antici- 
pate a crash if the winter be mild.

EDUCATION NOTES. 


An explanation was given yesterday for the 
delay in promulgating the eligible list for 
physician for mentally defective children in 
the public schools of this city.

Presumably, the report says, thig condition 
obtains because of errors in entry of names, 
faulty and incorrect addresses, and the fur- 
ther fact that a large percentage of these 
ehfldren make only a brief stay in this city 
before being transported to relatives and 
friends in other parts of the country.

Bad Management Explains

Describing the proceedings as a “ fi- 
nancial murder trial,’’ in which the taxi- 
cab companies of the city were “ fight- 
ing for their lives,” ex-State Senator 
Edgar T. Brackett argued before Su- 
preme Court Justice Samuel Seabury 
for nearly three hours yesterday for a 
permanent injunction against the en- 
forcement of the cab ordinance, which 
was to have gone into effect Aug. 1, 
but was suspended by the issuance of 
temporary injunctions, 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Terence 
Farley asked that the temporary injunc- 
tions be dismissed pending @ decision 
as to whether the ordinance was con- 
stitutional. Ex-Senator Brackett, who 
represented the Yellow Taxicab Com- 
pany, made the principal argument for 
all those who were attacking the new 
ordinance. He created some amusement 
by referring to the city officials as 
*“*the village authorities.” 

He said that the Yellow Taxicab Com- 
pany, with 379 vehicles and $5,000,000 in 
etocks and bonds, had not earned its 
operating expenses, although its show- 
ing of 55 per cent. of live mileage was 
better than that of any other company. 
Its cost a mile, he said, on all mileage, 
with and without passengers, Was 40,29 
cents, so that it could not make money 
under the rates of the new ordinance, 
20 cents fer the first half mile, and 10 
cents for each quarter mile thereafter. 
He said the ordinance was unconstitu- 
tional, because it was confiscatory and 
violated the provision giving to all equal 
protection of the laws by permitting 
horse-drawn vehicles to charge a4 high- 
er rate of fare than motor-propelled ve- 
hicles, and by requiring motor-propelled 
vehicles to provide taximeters, while ex- 
empting horse-drawn vehicles from 
them. The ordinance made an unconsti- 
tutional discrimination, he said, when 
it restricted its provisions to those ve- 
hicles soliciting passenzers on the street. 

Ex-Senator Brackett contended that 
rates to be charged by the Yellow Taxi- 
cab Company could not be regulated by 
the Aldermen, since the company was 
under the Public Service Commission by 
virtue of its contracts with the Penn- 
gylvania Railroad and the New Jersey 
Contra! Railroad. An affidavit made by 
@ woman writer for an afternoon news- 
paper, who has been active in promot- 
ing the passage of the ordinance, was 
ridiculed by Mr. Brackett. in this atti- 
davit tne writer said that the reduction 
in rates provided by the ordinance 
would increase the business of the com- 
panies 5U per cent. Other affidavits of 
similar character had been offered by 
the Corporation Counsel, he said. | ney 

Justice Seabury asked what evidence 
that the new rates were cP confiscatory 
appeared in the moving papers..

The 
New Willard suit was brought, Mr. 
Brackett said, to protect a contract 
under which the hotel got a percentage 
of the profits from its cab stand. 

A decision by Mayor Gaynor when 
he was a Judge in Brooklyn, in the 
Fiegel case, was also cited py Mr. 
Brackett. In this case it was held that 
an abutting property owner was entitled 
to an injunction against the occupation 
of the street before his premises 
under the terms of an_ ordinance, by a 
jicensed pediar.

New York Times dealing with business 
troubles. 

In_the ‘‘ Business Troubles ’’ column 
for July 31 last it was noted that’ Nathan 
Simon, the Nassau Street banker, had 
filed an atttachment against the $1,586 
account of Benjamin L. Glaessel with 
the Empire Trust Company at 42 Broad- 
way. Investigation revealed that on 
July 31 Lawrence Glaessel appeared be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice - Donnelly 
and obtained his release as administra- 
tor of his son’s estate. 

From the appearance of the papers 
in this request for a release it appeared 
to the creditors that the elder Glaessel 
had represented that his son was alive. 

Apparently the only evidence ever 
produceg that Benjamin L. Glaessel was 
dead was a suit of clothes found in 
a stateroom of the steamboat Richard 
Peck on her arrival here from New 
Haven on Oct. 31, 1912. For several 
years Glaessel had been wholesaling 
petticoats at 106 Fifth Avenue, with a 
factory at 272 Taaffe Place, Brooklyn. 
After his disappearance it appeared 
that silk concerns and other creditors 
had claims against him amounting to 
$41,000, while his total assets were 
$5,000. The father took over the busi- 
ness and continues to operate it.
